Oxford Roads Inquiry 


AGREEMENT to hold an inquiry into Oxford 
City Council’s three comprehensive relief 
road schemes for the city has been 
notified to the council by Mr. Henry 
Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. The council agreed last 
month, on the recommendation of its 
planning committee, to ask the Minister 
to hold the inquiry so as to obviate 
further delay on road plans. 

The Minister will hold the inquiry into 
three schemes, or any permutation of 
them. He states that he will be prepared 
to consider any other schemes that may 
be put forward. 

No date has yet been fixed for the 
inquiry, but Mr. Brooke accepts that it 
should be held as soon as possible. The 
next step will be for the Minister to 
give notice of the local inquiry, and the 
council will be required to deposit for 
inspection plans for the three schemes. 
There will also be available for inspect- 
tion plans of the various combinations of 
road proposals which could be selected 
from them. 

A suggestion by Lord David Cecil for 
creating a _ traffic-free area in the 
neighbourhood of the University is dis- 
cussed in Notes of the Week.

THE YOUTH EMPLOYMENT SERVICE in this country is one 
of the most fruitful and imaginative of all official activi- 
ties, and its officers and voluntary workers are among the 
most devoted of public servants. It is this personal work 
within the system which contributes most to the effective- 
ness it has developed in the very few years of its existence. 
At the same time credit is also due to the central direction 
under which this achievement has been made possible. 

It is not for us to describe the processes by which this 
good work operates, nor indeed are we qualified to do 
so, but we are aware of the ‘Choice of Careers’ hand- 
books which form part of its machinery, and in particular 
that dealing with the architect,* which has been brought 
to our notice. and which we have studied with care and 
interest. This is a field we are well qualified to explore, 
and if we are at all critical of its content we have not 
forgotten that this is merely one of the tools to be used 
in a very human cause, and that like many other tools 
it is a dull thing until it is seen in the hands of the crafts- 
man and used with the skill it requires. 

Judged by itself, however, we cannot help feeling that 
it does little to fire the young aspirant with the grandeur 
of the field he is invited to enter. The many practical 
factors in building tend to hide the vital excitement and 
satisfaction which the practice of architecture offers to 
those who devote themselves to it, whether they be con- 


cerned with large buildings or with those smaller works 
the sum of which can embellish or degrade whole districts. 

The overall impression which this handbook creates is 
that architecture is but one of a number of businesses 
which offer a young person a pleasant and profitable 
career.

of such a revolution and sends out no spark to kindle 
that delight which great architecture has always inspired. 
But to accept this as a fact of our times would be too 
defeatist to tolerate and an insult to those who still view 
their calling with reverence. 

Our criticism of what is here put before young persons 
at the first great turning point in their lives is thus directed 
more towards the emphasis rather than the matter. He 
or she must first have the approach of an artist and the 
impulse to seek satisfaction in fine building, and no other 
motive can take its place. It is quite true that he will 
quickly find that other qualities will be required of him 
before he can attain that satisfaction, such as to be able 
to conceive the way in which things must be put securely 
together, the calculations to show how strong a building 
must be, the accountancy by which he can assess the 
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liabilities of the client who has put his affairs in trust 
into his hands: these are things which are often dull 
in themselves, but which become part of the practical 
processes through which he is able to practice his art. 
He will soon come to regard them as a small price to 
pay for the delights which await him. 

Any man, if driven by a high purpose, can make himself 
sufficient of a mathematician and a business man to fulfil 
the needs of architecture, but no man, however clever 
at figures and affairs, can make himself an artist. That 


is the emphasis which we feel should, but does not, 
pervade the matter of this handbook. We believe that 
the personal influence of the service will do much to 
restore the right balance, and this we salute.

PATRICK HORSBRUGH, that considerable 
internationalist, left London last week, 
after a short visit, for the United States 
where in September he takes up the posi- 
tion of Professor of Architecture in the 
University of Nebraska.

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Ministry’s long-term planning group, with 
which Mr. Buchanan will work, has taken 
the point. Perhaps when his term of 
professorship in the USA is up, some 
enlightened authority in this country will 
make use of Horsbrugh’s ideas.

SOME HUNDRED OR SO Of his friends met 
to say ‘au revoir’ to Horsbrugh at a party 
given by Mr. William Whitfield, ARIBA, 
in Queen’s-gate on August 3. Sir Hugh 
Casson, Dr. Thomas Sharp, Brigadier 
T. I. Lloyd, Mr. Brian Anstey and Lord 
Bossom were among the guests, who were 
shown the film of ‘ New Barbican’ which 
was made of the scheme prepared 
between 1954 and 1958 by the New 
Barbican Group with which Whitfield, 
Anstey (who made the original proposal 
for comprehensive development in a letter 
to ‘The Times’ in 1954) and Horsbrugh 
himself were associated. The group took 
philosophically the City Corporation’s 
decision to appoint other architects while 
subscribing to the idea put forward by 
the group; it is a tribute to their advanced 
thinking that the Barbican development 
now under way is a first port of call for 
many foreign town-planners and 
sociologists. 


Downing-street Reconstruction 


THE THREE HOUSES in Downing-street 
which are now to undergo extensive 
reconstruction, are all that remains of the 
original square built by Sir George 
Downing at the end of the 17th century. 
Number ten itself comprises two houses, 
the larger of which, overlooking Horse 
Guards Parade, is older and architec- 
turally more significant. It was incor- 
porated with the smaller house facing 
Downing-street in the 1730’s and later 
offered by George II to Sir Robert Wal- 
pole, who accepted it as the official resi- 
dence of the First Lord of the Treasury. 

Internally all three houses have been 
patched and altered many times by the 
Board—later the Office, of Works. Some 
major alterations were also carried out 
by leading architects, among whom were 
Sir Robert Taylor and Sir John Soane. 


As buildings, of course, the houses are 
too much of a hybrid to be of outstand- 
ing architectural merit, and it is only in 
certain details that they have any claim 
for preservation. These include the 
facades, the Cabinet Room, and the 
rooms by Soane and _ Taylor. Un- 
doubtedly it is the historic aspect that is 
of greatest significance, and this alone is 
perhaps adequate reason for their pre- 
servation.

THAT THE STRUCTURE needs urgent 
attention is shown by the extensive cracks 
in the walls and ceilings, and the serious 
movement of the main staircase caused 
by subsidence. Shoring, constructed on 
the ground floor as a war-time precau- 
tion, has, after fifteen years, become so 
much a part of the structure that if it 
were removed there is a very real danger 
that parts of the first-floor, which con- 
tains the Cabinet Room, would collapse. 
Mr. Raymond Erith, ARA, in his plans 
for reconstruction, does not propose any 
alterations to the main disposition of the 
rooms. His aim is to improve the build- 
ing by working within its established 
framework and to improve the horizontal 
and vertical communications. He will 
increase the usable accommodation by as 
much as 50 per cent, let in more light, 
and generally tidy up the rather piece- 
meal additions of the past 100 years. 
No. 12 will be reconstructed to its 
original height and treated as extensions 
to Nos. 10 and 11. 

The cost of reconstruction of the 
Downing-street houses, which will take 
two years, is estimated at about £4m. with 
a further £3m. for the rebuilding of the 
Old Treasury. This latter will be to the 
design of the Chief Architect’s Division 
of the Ministry of Works. The contrac- 
tors for both schemes are John Mowlem 
and Co. Ltd. who will be able to call 
on the resources of their subsidiary, 
Rattee and Kett, who are specialists in 
this field. 

Drawings of the proposals for both 
schemes were published in ‘ The Builder ’ 
of December 18, 1959. 
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Oxford’s Traffic 


LORD DAVID CECIL’S PROPOSAL for making 
the central area of Oxford into a traffic- 
less ‘ precinct’ (put forward in a letter to 
‘The Times’ on Tuesday) will command 
a good deal of support. The city, says 
Lord David, ‘is one of the few supreme 
monuments of European history and 
civilisation, the English equivalent of 
Florence or Venice. But the increase of 
modern traffic is threatening rapidly and 
completely to destroy its character and 
integrity.’ He adds that the various pro- 
posals about roads do not seem likely to 
relieve traffic for long and that at the 
present rate of traffic expansion any new 
roads will soon be as clogged as the old. 

This Parkinsonian view is shared by 
many who see, with Lord David, the ruin 
f the ancient without benefit to the 
modern. His proposal that the area 
bounded by the Parks on the north, by 
the river on the east and south, and by 
St. Aldate’s, the Cornmarket and St. 
Giles on the west should be turned into 
an enclosed precinct certainly demands 
consideration. The chief object of sacri- 
fice must surely be that the ends sought 
shall be worth the price.

‘ Criticisms of School Design’ 


Mr. Pooley Replies for Buckinghamshire 


THE CRITICISMS of some current school 
designs made by Sir Frank Markham, 
MP for Buckingham, in the House of 
Commons recently (reported in ‘The 
Builder’ of July 29) have drawn a reply 
from the Buckinghamshire County Archi- 
tect, Mr. Fred Pooley, FRIBA, FRICS, 
AMTPI, some of whose plans came 
under Sir Frank’s fire. 

One such was Wing secondary modern 
school, of which Sir Frank said: ‘ Wing 
is redeemed by a lovely sylvan setting but 
this and other buildings show regularity 
run riot, with an excessive amount of 
glazing and nothing to break the severity 
of design except an ugly chimney at Wol- 
verton or an eccentric superstructure like 
a hat box at Winslow.’ 

In his speech, Sir Frank also attacked 
the Ministry of Education’s ‘ most iniqui- 
tous Bulletin No. 33: the story of post- 
war school building.’ ‘ This,’ he declared, 
‘is wrongly named and should be entitled 
“Instructions to School Architects” for 
it has become almost their Bible. In it 
the Ministry makes clear that it expects

architects to eschew in their school 
buildings what may be called traditional 
ornament. In other words, it recommends 
and advocates the starkest simplicity in 
design.’ Sir Frank ended by asking the 
Minister of Education ‘to withdraw 
Bulletin No. 33, go to the Royal Fine Art 
Commission, get it to look at these 
schools and report.’ We commented on 
this in ‘ The Builder’ of August 4. 

Mr. Pooley now sends us a photograph 
of the Wing school and some factual 
notes on which he is content to let Sir 
Frank Markham’s comment rest. 

The actual building cost of the Wing 
school was £6,700 below the maximum 
the Ministry of Education would have 
been prepared to approve, and the net 
cost was 65s. 7d. per ft. super. It is wrong 
to say that any of the three ingredients 
of its architecture, i.e., planning, con- 
struction or zsthetic judgment were dic- 
tated by Ministry of Education Cost 
Control or by Bulletin 33. 

The school is one of a series in a design 
programme aimed at getting enlightened 
architecture with traditional building 
construction. It is an _ alternative 
approach to a proprietary prefabricated 
system or a concrete frame and concrete 
panels cladding. Apart from the steel 
frame to the gymnasium/assembly hall, 
the building is constructed in load-bear- 
ing brickwork with pre-stressed concrete 
frames. The bricks are London yellow 
stocks; exposed concrete edge beams are 
cased with natural blue slate. The infill 
panels are enamelled metal on an asbestos 
backing. The timber frames are soft- 
wood painted. 

The school has been planned and 
designed to fit this particular site and the 
plan is based on an internal courtyard 
with teaching spaces kept away from the 
noisier element. Within the relatively 
low building cost it has been possible to 
find money for maple strip flooring in the 
assembly hall, wood blocks in classrooms, 
and linoleum and cork tiling in the 
library and administration block, whilst 
the kitchen and toilets are tiled to full 
height. All joinery fittings in the labora- 
tory, etc., many of which are included in 
the net cost, are in hardwood. 


Designing Leicestershire’s Schools 


AT A MEETING of the Leicestershire 
County Council on July 26, a suggestion 
that a special department be set up for 
architects’ work for the County Educa- 
tion Committee was made by MR. A. 
vesTY. ‘I am quite sure this council 
could save an enormous amount of money 
by having some, or most, of the work 
done by their own officers,’ he said. 

ALDERMAN WINSER replied that it was 
almost impossible at present to obtain 
the services of competent architectural 
assistants, and his committee had agreed 
to bring in private architects. ‘It is felt 
that the Council will be better served 
by private architects than by trying to 
establish a separate department,’ he 
added.

The classroom block has crosswall construction 
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IN THE DESIGN OF THIS SCHOOL, more attention has been 
given than usual to its setting in a site of outstanding 
landscape value. For this reason, the building has 
been kept long and low and the massing of the various 
parts has been carefully considered together with the 
numerous smaller details, such as walling and gates 
which make the complete picture. For the same 
reason, too, the materials and colours used externally 
have been selected to accord with the landscape and 
Bath stone has been used extensively. 

It is a mixed secondary modern school for 480 pupils 
in the first stage, with a future extension of two class- 
room units to complete the school. The accommoda- 
tion includes 10 classrooms, 2 science and a rural 
science room, and various handicraft rooms in addition 
to the normal requirements of assembly hall, gym- 
nasium and ancillary accommodation. This accommo- 
dation has been disposed in four separate units, namely 
one block containing the assembly hall, gymnasium, 
kitchen and boiler house; a classroom block proper; a 
science block with the domestic science and needle- 
work rooms on the first floor; and a practical block 
isolated from the others for reasons of noise. 

The classroom block is constructed with load bearing 
brick walls, but all other buildings have light steel 
framing. This type of construction has proved, as 
intended, to be most economical, as the tender showed 
a saving of over £11,000 on the Ministry of Education’s 
normal allowance for a school of this size, the value of 
the contract being £136,778. Work commenced in 
April, 1956, and was completed to time at the end of 
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Practical block, classrooms, and gymnasium fro-n the playing fields 
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March, 1958, although it was possible by the 
co-operation of the contractor to make available 
the majority of the school for the January term. 
The landscaping work was carefully considered in 
relation to the scheme and the aim has been to 
humanise the building by intimate planting close 
to it. The playing fields include a cricket square, 
two football and two hockey pitches. 

The library corridor bears an enlarged photo of 
the City of Bath, and the assembly hall curtains, 
designed by Gerald MHoltom, illustrate the 
atmosphere of the city, for whose Education Com- 
mittee the school has been built.

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Architectural Education 


Some Personal Reflections on the Oxford Conference

The following paper on‘ Architectural Education’ was written by Mr. George 
Grenfell Baines, OBE, ARIBA, AMTPI, shortly after the RIBA Conference 
on Architectural Education, which was held at Oxford from April 11 to 13, 


1958, and has not been published before. 


At the time of writing Mr. Grenfell 


Baines was on the committee responsible for organising the Conference. 


ARCHITECTURAL EDUCATION involves many 
matters, but two discussed at Oxford 
seem to be of immediate importance to 
the profession. The first is intake, and 
the second what kind of education does 
the potential architect need? Intake is 
concerned with community needs, while 
‘kind of education’ basically involves 
industrial and individual needs. 

To deal adequately with intake can 
neither be easy nor quick. A strong 
statistical survey must be made, wider 
and deeper than the figures supplied to 
the Conference. For example, com- 
parisons with other countries can only 
be useful when the architect : designed 
building work, and architect : all build- 
ing work proportions are known. Then, 
as at least a third of the building industry 
in this country is engaged on mainten- 
ance, we should know first how much of 
this work needs designer attention, and 
how much gets it—we then require cor- 
responding statistics for other countries. 


Obviously a country that is not build- 
ing many new buildings will not need 
many architects, yet it may have a larger 
population than one which is building 
furiously and constantly demanding 
design services. Some countries are ‘ old’ 
and possess a wealth of good buildings— 
their population may be almost static; 
other countries may be so preoccupied 
with defence or bullfighting that the 
margin of resources they are prepared to 
devote to new building bears no relation 
to that of a country with a cold climate 
and a social conscience. One could con- 
tinue, but in short it is not enough to 
base an intake policy on the architect 
population ratio for other countries or 
even on whether we think the individual 
architect earns enough. 


Pressure of Work 


We are told that Great Britain has more 
architects per head of population than 
most other countries, yet speaking for 
our office and of what I hear from most 
of my architect acquaintances, we cannot 
get enough men to do the work in the 
time it is wanted. Intolerable pressure 
was caused by the war, but even now, 14 
years after, the pressure still seems almost 
intolerable. 

All this is not to dismiss the question 
as too difficult, but to clarify its long- 
term nature and the need for deeper re- 
search before any definite policy to 
expand or contract is decided upon. 

The most immediate, though indirect, 
step to a contraction policy is that of 
raising the standard of education at in- 
take level. There may be reservations 
about this—certainly it cannot be con- 
sidered a guarantee of future quality, but 


at least the step may be tried as an experi- 
ment. Meanwhile the most extensive 
inquiries should be made to provide evi- 
dence from those teachers whose experi- 
ence has given them full opportunity of 
noting how students coming to the same 
school from ‘O’ and ‘A’ levels have 
fared. 

Different methods of working could 
obviously affect the architect: building 
ratio—every practising architect knows 
that for one reason or another the efforts 
of different men can result in the produc- 
tion of more or less building in the same 
time of architectural effort, and while it 
is true that quantity alone is no measure, 
we in our practice have seen such wide 
gaps in quantitative performance as to 
warrant intensive research into methods 
—which we are still conducting. 


Individual Attitudes 


This introduces the second matter— 
kind of education—as it affects the 
attitude of the individual architect enter- 
ing the field of practice. 

One of the greatest confusions which 
seems to affect not only the new graduate 
but the profession at large, lies in inter- 
preting the nature of design. I could 
not pretend to follow the whole of the 
Oxford discussions on theory of design, 
but it might be that absence of a theory 
of design is partly due to confusion in 
the concept of its nature. 

To many of the school-trained men just 
entering our office (practically the whole 
of the 32 architects working with us are 
school-trained) ‘design’ is a matter 
closely associated with graphics and often 
goes no deeper than the paper on which 
the exercise takes place. 

In trying to decide how much a build- 
ing owes to drawing and how much to 
thinking I have many times been forced 
to conclude that if only architects could 
think as well as they could produce board 
and tee-square drawings, we might not 
only have better buildings, but a more 
appreciative public. 

If a moral is to be drawn it is that 
beautiful drawing is no guarantee of good 
design, and this raises the question, how 
much does practice in drawing develop 
a capacity to think comprehensively? 
For if design is not comprehensive then 
it is out of balance and on most of the 
occasions our services are needed, to be 
out of balance is to fail. 

To me the nature of design is balance 
—the highest possible balance of suit- 
ability for purpose, soundness of struc- 
ture, economics and site. It follows that 
if all the positive characteristics of these 
individual factors are sought out unself- 
consciously and synthesised with skill to 
the highest degree, a design of significant 


individuality and beauty will 
‘ Truth is Beauty.’ 

Where does this bring one in thinking 
of the ‘kind’ of architectural education 
we need? It has brought me to conclud- 
ing that the student is allowed to use up 
far too much of his time producing draw- 
ings in the belief that he is designing 
buildings. I did it myself at school and 
it was wholly delightful—that is the 
trouble; undue indulgence in the delights 
of draughtsmanship can turn the exercise 
to craftsmanship and when this happens 
design goes out and the student is halted 
on his way to being an architect—not 
only halted, for when drawing becomes 
the end he has turned off and may there- 
fore never arrive.

The Factors of Design 

Hard experience shows that one doesn’t 
‘design’ a building without knowing a 
great deal about the factors of design, 
sufficient to be able to evaluate them 
simultaneously to the point of distilling 
their essence. 

It would obviously be foolish of any 
practitioner to expect the newly 
graduated architect to be able to ‘ design’ 
in this sense—but it is obviously even 
more foolish to develop the belief in a 
student that because he has almost per- 
fected an ability to produce graphic 
design which bears a resemblence to a 
building, he can ‘ipso facto’ design a 
building. Yet that is what most of them 
believe. Is it really surprising therefore 
that in spite of the brave spectacular 
shows on the studio walls at year end, 
we still see very few really good build- 
ings? Nota bit. Nor is it surprising to 
hear—when inquiring at school into this 
deficiency on constructural thinking or 
that default of functional imagination or 
this complete ignoring of economics. or 
site—‘ we have not enough time.’ 

Were the nature of building design to 
be fully understood, it could be seen im- 
mediately that such matters as arranging 
spaces for purpose, elements for construc- 
tion and the whole for economy to suit 
the site (even the underground nature of 
which might characterise the design) 
must be fully appreciated and understood 
before an architect can start to design. 
This being so, it must be admitted that 
to teach architects in a way that leads 
them to believe they are designing when 
they produce a good looking drawing in 
their first year is, to put it simply and 
mildly, leading them astray, but worse 
than that, it is leading the schools astray! 

There is time for the staff to teach, and 
for the student effectively to absorb, the 
deeper foundations of basic knowledge 
required to lead on to the most imagina- 
tive designs. And the remedy in a few 
words is ‘ take it out of drawing that is 
no better at best than graphic design.’ 
But as architecture is so much a visual 
matter and drawing is so effective a 
means of communication as well as such 
an attractive pursuit, it is necessary to 
be very careful when making adjustments 
of time in the school curriculum. 

Only ‘natural’ methods will be 
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successful, for example, an enlivening 
and extension of the essential studies in 
structure, function and economics to the 
point where ‘there is no time’ for 
elaborate board and tee-square drawing, 
and strong encouragement to sketch and 
photograph people, buildings and objects 
in spare time. As in our office we are 
trying to cut out board and tee-square 
work by using faintly squared paper (in a 
way a mechanisation of drawing), it seems 
almost practicable now to eliminate the 
tee-square and most drawing instruments 
in the schools. It seems necessary to 
help students to understand the depth of 
imaginative thinking needed to visualise 
functions, the flow of structural stresses, 
of air currents, of the effects of wind and 
weather and industrial pollution outside 
a building, and to appreciate that all these 
demand much more of the imagination 
than producing patterns on paper, arrest- 
ing and pretty though they might be. 

It seems necessary to help students to 
understand that while ideas matter in 
design, the best ideas for a building design 
arise naturally out of the conditions and 
not merely out of a selfconscious seeking 
in externals. Only in this way is it pos- 
sible to develop the attitude that sees 
wholehearted devotion to the matters of 
the job in hand as a desirable end in 
itself and not merely a means (often 
seemingly disagreeable) to the end of a 
monument to the designer (so-called). 
Only in this way will it be possible to 
develop architects capable of rising above 
their circumstances, of making a whole 
greater than the sum of the parts because 
having acquired a firm grasp they can 
handle them. 


Basic Knowledge 


If the entrance level is raised it follows 
that many boys will enter schools of 
architecture having a good knowledge of 
the mathematics and sciences necessary 
to a full understanding of structure and 
materials; then, immediately after entry, 
is the time to extend and strengthen these 
basic knowledges. 

The student will hardly ever be in a 
better position to benefit from such 
further training. Knowledge of the 
nature and behaviour of heat, light and 
sound, and of chemical reactions are all 


present, awaiting extension and applica- 
tion—it seems folly to postpone or cur- 
tail this in the pursuit, however delightful 
or speculatively developing, of graphic 
design. It may be going too far but I 
would put encouragement to develop an 
ability to play the piano as high as wield- 
ing a pencil in the process of developing 
taste and sensibility in the student’s early 
years; certainly the ability to use a 
camera, to discriminate in choice of dress, 
objects and music, are all necessary attri- 
butes to foster in the beginning, as com- 
plementary elements in the main diet of 
acquiring the know-how necessary to 
design in the sense already described. 


Some Conclusions 


Once it is accepted that architecture 
like all creative arts will derive its best 
inspiration from a selfless devotion to 
those human and material aspects peculiar 
to the time and place of its creation, 
which is in brief a statement of the 
nature of design, then the nature of the 
designer and the nature of his training 
becomes clear. 

To recapitulate and develop what has 
been said, the architect needs a calmness 
and poise of mind that can work and wait 
for beauty, not pursue it superficially and 
vainly: a capacity to visualise and under- 
stand with sympathy the activities of 
people—this implies also a capacity to 
respect the past activities of people, par- 
ticularly the designers and builders (often 
the same persons) of past ages. He 
needs: 

A capacity to visualise the flow of 
stresses within all the elements and 
parts of a building right down to a 
door handle and the capacity of all 
these parts, where they can, to act 
together. 

A capacity to visualise the actions 
of wind and weather on exterior edges 
and surfaces. a capacity to visualise 
the action of cleaning, maintenance, 
and actual use, on interior edges and 
surfaces. 

A capacity to visualise the effects of 
air movement, radiant and other forms 
of heat, of light and sound, as they 
affect the physical comfort of the users. 

A capacity to assess economic priori- 
ties and so to control, within specified

limits, the disposition of finance. 

A knowledge of the chemical com- 
position and physical nature of 
materials. 

A knowledge of the possibilities of 
tools and machines that form, assemble, 
and erect, and of the men who operate 
them. 

A capacity to speak and to write 
clearly, to draw and to use a camera, 
in short to communicate. 

With all these a capacity to think 
comprehensively, and a positive passion 
to bring to the highest possible con- 
clusion simultaneously all the con- 
siderations that are conscientiously 
seen to be valid. 

Such is the nature of the designer as 
reflected by the whole, balanced nature 
of design; thus the training most likely to 
start such a designer on a way calculated 
to help him to continue towards perfect- 
ing and fulfilling his role will ‘ ipso facto ’ 
be a whole, balanced training. 


Experience and Learning 


Where it is natural to ask, do we get 
this now? Judging by the uneven con- 
centration that is necessary in the prac- 
tice to help new graduates towards full 
usefulness and full expression, the answer 
is ‘No!’ But the reason is not far to 
seek. As experience is the only teacher, 
whether it be the experience of contact 
with a human teacher who communicates 
experience, or direct personal contact 
with events, it follows that the more vivid 
the contact with actual experience and 
the more powerful the impact, the more 
likely is the student, be he young or old, 
beginner or graduate, to learn. And it is 
physically and practically almost impos- 
sible for the schools to provide the neces- 
sary degree of actual personal experience 
of those matters already described which 
make up that life the potential architect 
is destined to serve. 

The school can give all the communi- 
cated experience necessary via lectures, 
films, demonstrations, and other recog- 
nised and still developing forms of 
relating experience, but learning by the 
process of actually encountering experi- 
ence in person can only be achieved in 
that sphere where the responsibilities for 
success or failure stand out clear and 
immediate, that is in the field of practice. 

Ideally the whole working world 
should be a university, and one day, 
thanks to the universities, it may be. 
There will then be no need for universi- 
ties as we know them today, but all the 
need in the world for the universities 
which the wisdom of that day will deem 
necessary. But not to divert. 

As the universities have been pouring 
forth their better trained, more liberally 
minded (generally speaking) products 
into the world of practice, they have been 
revolutionising that world as a place 
where the sharp and compelling voice of 
experience can be _ controlled and 
interpreted in the interests of developing 
the inexperienced. Industry, commerce 
and profession are all better, more en- 
lightened and sympathetic places to learn 
than ever they have been since the indus- 
trial revolution began—perhaps than ever 
they were, because much of today’s indus- 
trial, commercial and professional activity

THE HOUSE is situated in the pleasant residential area of Fairmile. 
Built on a 60-ft. plot with the front towards the west, the house 
has an area of 1,500 sq. ft. plus garage. 

Traditional loadbearing construction is employed, with 11 in. 
facing brick cavity walls. The roof, pitched at 30 deg., is covered 
with dun-coloured double-Roman tiles. 

The living room has windows on the south and west sides, with 
casement doors to the rear garden. A convector fireplace is in- 
stalled, with a surround of Derbyshire fossil marble.

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is actually controlled by university 
trained people. Is it conceivable that all 
these people have lost or forgotten the 
liberal and examining atmosphere of their 
university? If it is, then the admission 
is a terrible indictment of their training 
and the institution in which they received 
it. 

There was a time in building design, 
historically speaking only yesterday, 
when far too many designers were trained 
almost entirely in the field of practice— 
the profession of that day failed itself by 
failing to perceive the true nature of 
design and so to practise it and properly 
develop its students. 


Acquiring Public Respect 


Forty years ago there was a desperate 
need for new fields and methods of train- 
ing—we today must be grateful to the 
Schools of Architecture, some of them 
based on universities, some on great art 
and technical institutions—for their 
achievement of re-establishing a more 
liberal and inquiring outlook on design. 
It is not difficult to see that without them 
little or no advances in design from the 
‘ revivalist ’ buildings of the 19th Century 
could have emerged; indeed the Schools 
of Architecture can justly claim to have 
brought the profession back to the thres- 
hold of public respect. The next step, 
naturally, is to enter, as already have 
architects in other countries. It was 


significant to hear at the Oxford Con- 
ference that in two of these countries 
education had developed into a pattern 
of combined teaching and practice. 


Just as the profession is ready to step 
forward into public respect, it is sug- 
gested that now is the time for the 
schools to step forward into the field of 
practice as an extension and development 
»f their function and sphere of influence. 

This is not merely a matter of coinci- 
dence, it is in fact one of sharp neces- 
sity. The engineering and chemical 
industries have already realised it, 
designing combined courses, enjoying the 
doubtful title of ‘sandwich’ (the word 
conjures too many conflicting recollec- 
tions), but name apart, the practice is 
relevant and points the way for building. 

As the Oxford Report states, ‘the 
development of combined training should 
be characterised by experiment.’ It would 
wholly jeopardise the adoption of the 
principle to prolong discussion on a suit- 
able pattern for these courses, even were 
it to be thought that the perfect pattern 
exists. For there is nothing new about 
training in school and office. As shown 
at Oxford, over half of the students now 
training are for various reasons working 
in both school and office. What must be 
new about future combined courses is 
that they must be set up by already 
recognised full-time schools or com- 
parable schools or consortia of schools, 
and that there should be formal links 
between schools and the offices where the 
students are to be placed. 


‘A College of Teachers’ 


This implies the formation of two 
working committees which will be resvon- 
sible for establishing the course and for 
maintaining standards of training in 


school and office. The first would be a 
practising architect-teacher association, 
the second a ‘ college of teachers’ drawn 
from the staffs of the schools composing 
the consortium which is to provide the 
course. 

It must be clearly understood by all 
concerned that while the course is a com- 
bined course and its conduct is therefore 
a matter of combined effort in which all 
views of a constructive nature must be 
carefully considered, the school must 
bear the responsibility and the privileges 
of directing the course in both school and 
office. 

Obviously the influence over work in 
the office must be of an advisory nature, 
but once the college of teachers has taken 
the trouble to lay down the outlines of 
training by experience in the office, the 
practising architects, in official and private 
practice alike, must realise that apart 
from any public spiritedness on their part, 
it is in the naked interest of investment 
in their own future that they must accept 
their new responsibilities and literally 
rededicate themselves to teaching. 

This implies a readiness to see that 
the work of the student in the office is in 
nature and degree sympathetically related 
to his studies. It further implies a willing- 
ness to take interest in the school work 
of the student by calling at the school or 
inspecting school work in the office and, 
when felt necessary, commenting upon 
it to the staff. This requires on the part 
of the school a readiness to facilitate 
periodic inspections by practising archi- 
tects through small exhibitions, the 
managing and mounting of which would 
be conceived as exercises for the students 
in developing taste and the power to com- 
municate. These periodic inspections 
should be essentially social, as well as 
academic occasions—implying cups of tea 
at least. 

For their part, the schools must realise 
that if bare accommodation for a student 
is costly to the office, the time of 
principals and senior staff is even more 
costly, and the whole organisation must 
be able to earn a living or justify its 
existence to an authority. This implies 
a readiness to bear with the problems of 
time and space inherent in the working 
world, by giving ample notice of placings

and flexible outlines for the desired 
nature and scope of training, but above all 
things to get rid of the idea that the 
imagination and spirit of their precious 
charges are likely to suffer, to be soiled, 
or to wilt, by contact with ‘sordid 
practice.’ 

All would agree that mistaken pre- 
judices are evenly distributed between 
school and office, and in any event the 
school whose product appears to have 
been ‘spoiled’ by training in practice 
stands to be condemned along with the 
office. 

This paper may conclude with extracts 
from a leader in the ‘ Manchester 
Guardian’ of July 15, 1958, discussing 
training for management generally, and 
quoting with approval part of a paper by 
a university professor. The leader goes 
on: 


‘The scientific study of manage- 
ment techniques, he maintains, is both 
possible and necessary. All that impedes 
it is an arbitrary divorce between 
theory and practice, which leads to a 
snobbish habit of looking down on 
practice as somehow inferior to theory, 
and to the common assumption that 
management — being “ practical” — 
cannot be studied theoretically. 

‘He elaborates no remedy, but he 
does hint that he thinks university 
courses could be broadened to include 
the study of management. Before this 
happens the older universities at least, 
will probably have to suffer an intel- 
lectural revolution.’ 

Why the universities should be called 
on to ‘suffer’ an intellectual revolution 
puzzles me! I prefer to think our pro- 
fession and our schools of architecture 
would not suffer but enjoy a fundamental] 
re-think on training. 

Indeed I would go further—Is it 
beyond the bounds of possibility that, 
economic material differences apart, 
much of the social bitterness of today, 
and certainly of the past, is due to wrong 
evaluation of theory and practice begun 
in early education, and actually ampli- 
fied during further training? So finally, 
would it be unduly optimistic to hope 
that architects, in working out their own 
problems, might unconsciously set a 
pattern to inspire and guide their fellow 
citizens at large?

THE PAVILION was built for J. John 
Masters & Co. Ltd., in River Road, 
Barking. The accommodation com- 
prises men’s and women’s changing 
rooms and showers, oil fired hot water 
and central heating boilers on the 
ground floor, with a canteen, small 
kitchen and caretaker’s flat above. 

The ground floor rooms are heated 
by a thermostatically controlled low 
pressure hot water system operating 
through copper floor coils embedded in 
the floor screed. The canteen has a 
forced flow fan convector. 

Because the site is on made-up 
ground, reinforced concrete shell piling 
was adopted for the foundations. The 
canteen roof is supported on steel portal 
frames and covered in patent copper 
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Main verandah and timber-clad domestic wing 


roofing. The walls are of 11 in. cavity 
brick construction clad with western 
red cedar ship-lap boarding. 

The floor of the canteen, which is 
intended for dancing, is of patent 
laminated timber construction and laid 
on sand over a concrete sub-floor. 

Trees are extremely rare in this 
neighbourhood, and as the site con- 
tained several mature specimens as 
many as possible were preserved.

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THIS HANGAR is the second to be built for 
Transair Ltd., at Gatwick Airport. It was 
decided that the new building should be 
complementary in function to the existing 
facilities, serving as a ‘nose’ hangar for 
Viscount aircraft and a complete hangar 
for small aircraft of the Dove and Heron 
type. 

A high degree of flexibility was an 
important requirement of the new design, 
as well as a large uninterrupted door 
opening. A cantilevered type of build- 
ing was adopted which proved to be an 
economical form of construction in view 
of the extensive two-storey annex at the 
back of the hangar to house workshops, 
stores, offices and a flight kitchen. The

arms supporting the hangar roof. 
This is an unusual way of balancing 
a cantilevered structure, the reac- 
tions of which are more usually re- 
solved by an opposing cantilever or 
by rigid cantilever frames. In this 
instance, the balancing structure of 
the annex forms a dual purpose and 
is put to full habitable use instead of 
merely being deadweight. 


The hangar is a long rectangular 
structure measuring 240 ft. by 58 ft.; 
it is designed on a 40 in. module and 
divided into 6 ft. 8 in. bays. The 
roof is sloping and is 22 ft. high at 

Tendons at the top of the cantilevers are carried through the springing of the cantilevers, 

the roof to the back eaves to ensure good anchorage rising to 25 ft. high over the doors 
at the front. Prestressed precast 
concrete has been used for the struc 
ture as it was found in the construc- 
tion of the first Transair hangar to 
need little maintenance, to have a 
high fire resistance and to give clean 
lines. The cantilevered arms sup- 
porting the roof are arranged in nine 
pairs down the length of the build- 
ing, and connected by concrete pur- 
lins which are covered with Stramit 
and roofing felt and strips of patent 
glazing. The sides of the hangar are 
almost entirely enclosed by glazed 
panels. A reinforced concrete apron 
extends along the whole of the front 
of the structure. 


The two-storey annex at the rear 
is the same length as the hangar and 
30 ft. wide. The roof and floors are 
designed to act as horizontal beams 
supporting the horizontal forces 
caused by the cantilevers, carrying 
these forces back to concrete cross 
walls which themselves are stressed 
down to the foundations and 
counterweights. Roof and _ floors 
thus consist of precast reinforced 
concrete beams with an ‘in situ’ 
reinforced concrete slab, and are 
prestressed in the direction of 
the length of the building to 
ensure strength under the canti- 
lever forces. The tendons in the top 
of the cantilevers are carried through 
the roof to the back eaves to ensure 
a good anchorage. The columns are 
generally precast reinforced con- 
crete, but where they are subject to 
uplift they are prestressed.

Sussex University 


MR. A. E. SHIELDS, registrar of the new 
University of Sussex, anounced recently 
that tenders would be called in August 
for the new building. It is proposed to 
commence building operations in Octo- 
ber. The architects are Basil Spence & 
Partners. 


A Windmill in Kent 


THE POLICY of the Kent County Council 
on the recommendation of its Planning 
Committee is to preserve for this and 
future generations few but worthwhile 
specimens of windmills in various parts 
of the county. The West Kingsdown 
windmill is regarded as a typical example 
of a smock mill in Mid Kent and is of 
special interest because it is so conspicu- 
ous from the London-Folkestone-Dover 
road. It is understood that the mill once 
stood in the parish of Farningham and 
was removed to West Kingsdown where it 
was reconstructed in 1880. It has not 
been used as a windmill for some time 
and has been deteriorating almost to the 
point of internal collapse. The restoration 
work required has been extensive and is 
likely to be completed soon. 

It is an octagonally shaped timber con- 
struction on a square brick base; four 
new sails each 30 ft. long have been made 
and are on the site ready for hoisting into 
position. The fixing of the two sail-backs 
is a dangerous and highly skilled task. 
Each back is a timber beam 40 ft. long 
and weighing about 15 cwt. The sails and 
their backs have to be hoisted 58 ft. to 
the shaft for fixing. The restoration is 
being carried out by R. Thompson and 
Son, millwrights of Alford, Lincolnshire. 


Surveying as a Career 


AMONG its ‘Career Books’ ‘ The Sunday 
Times’ has now included one on the sub- 
ject of Surveying, by Mr. A. H. P.

For this, in quantity 5 acres 19 perches, 
the purchase money has been agreed on 
at £179,157, of which £60,000 will be 
paid in money during the next twelve 
months, and the remainder by a rent 
charge at the rate of 44 per cent per 
annum, redeemable in forty years. This 
is about £35,000 per acre, so that each 
yard of vacant ground in this locality 
seems at the present time to be worth 
about £7 5s. 

This large value, which is moreover 
small in comparison with that of land in 
other parts of the City, shows the diffi- 
culty of providing, on the ordinary plan, 
within these limits, dwellings for large 
numbers of workmen, and others of 
moderate income, who are engaged in the 
City.

Tendons at the top of the cantilevers are carried through the springing of the cantilevers,

tion of the first Transair hangar to 
need little maintenance, to have a 
high fire resistance and to give clean 
lines. The cantilevered arms sup 
porting the roof are arranged in nine 
pairs down the length of the build 
ing, and connected by concrete pur 
lins which are covered with Stramit 
and roofing felt and strips of patent 
glazing. The sides of the hangar are 
almost entirely enclosed by glazed 
panels. A reinforced concrete apron 
extends along the whole of the front 
of the structure. 

The two-storey annex at the rear 
is the same length as the hangar and 
30 ft. wide. The roof and floors are 
designed to act as horizontal beams 
supporting the horizontal forces 
caused by the cantilevers, carrying 
these forces back to concrete cross 
walls which themselves are stressed 
down to the foundations and 
counterweights. Roof and _ floors 
thus consist of precast reinforced 
concrete beams with an ‘in situ’ 
reinforced concrete slab, and are 
prestressed in the direction of 
the length of the building to 
ensure strength under the cant 
lever forces.

A Windaill in Kent 


THE POLICY of the Kent County Council 
on the recommendation of its Planning 
Committee is to preserve for this and 
future generations few but worthwhile 
specimens of windmills in various parts 
of the county. The West Kingsdown 
windmill is regarded as a typical example 
of a smock mill in Mid Kent and is of 
special interest because it is so conspicu- 
ous from the London-Folkestone-Dover 
road. It is understood that the mill once 
stood in the parish of Farningham and 
was removed to West Kingsdown where it 
was reconstructed in 1880. It has not 
been used as a windmill for some time 
and has been deteriorating almost to the 
point of internal collapse. The restoration 
work required has been extensive and is 
likely to be completed soon. 

It is an octagonally shaped timber con- 
struction on a square brick base; four 
new Sails each 30 ft. long have been made 
and are on the site ready for hoisting into 
position. The fixing of the two sail-backs 
is a dangerous and highly skilled task. 
Each back is a timber beam 40 ft. long 
and weighing about 15 cwt. The sails and 
their backs have to be hoisted 58 ft. to 
the shaft for fixing. The restoration is 
being carried out by R. Thompson and 
Son, millwrights of Alford, Lincolnshire.

I have in mind a case where a large site 
in the centre of one of the older suburbs 
formerly occupied by a group of obsoles- 
cent buildings, is now being redeveloped 
in the form of a large block of shops and 
offices with underground car park accom- 
modation. There are roads on three sides 
of the site, two of them main and the 
third a connecting link, which I believe 
is to be widened. The site forms part of 
a large island which has zebra crossings 
at several points. 

When the new buildings are completed 
this area, already a very busy one, will 
become much more congested. At present 
there is no segregation of vehicular and 
pedestrian traffic, and so far as I am 
aware none is contemplated. Obviously 
the whole area needs to be replanned 
drastically with a view to future needs. 
I should think that several pedestrian 
subways, among other improvements, 
would be needed to provide safe access 
to the ‘ island.’ 

Briefly, the point I would make is that 
without adequate road improvements 
these piecemeal schemes of redevelop- 
ment must intensify traffic congestion and 
greatly increase the risk of accidents. No 
doubt our planning authorities are alive 
to the dangers; it would be reassuring to 
see more evidence of appropriate action.

Ordnance Bench Marks 


sir,—No doubt the Ordnance Survey De- 
partment at Chessington may well be able 
to provide adequate reply to Mr. C. Aller- 
ton Rowbotham’s letter in ‘ The Builder’ 
of August 5. As one of those who for 
the past forty years has used this efficient 
provision of bench marks all over the 
British Isles, there are a few points I 
would like to bring out which in a way 
offer added answers to his questions. 
First, since the cessation of the last 
War the Department has been at full 
stretch striving not only to re-establish 
very many OBM’s removed by enemy 
blitzing but on the change-over from the 
use of the old Liverpool datum to Newlyn. 
With the total number of maps to be 
produced this is a gigantic task, and in 
some areas there must and will be incon- 
veniences in using old ordnance maps. 


Nevertheless, one of the offending par- 
ties in the seeming removal of OBMs is 
the owner of the property who decides 
either to render over the face of a build- 
ing or add some form of plinth, covering 
the mark. Being a layman he would have 
no idea of the importance of an OBM to 
other people and possibly cover it inno- 
cently. 

Another has been seen to be demolition 
contractors’ men who tear down walls 
of old buildings without the slightest con- 
sideration for the contractor or others 
who may require to use the bench mark 
for building operations or other surveys. 
Where it is obvious to the surveyor of 
the site operating in the initial stages of 
the scheme that an OBM exists on a wall 
likely to be demolished, it has been the 
practice through the years to affix a note 
on a survey reading as follows: 

Prior to removal of Ordnance 
Bench Marks hereon shown, contact 
is recommended with the Ordnance 
Survey Dept. (Levels Section Epsom 
2660, i.e., EH4—2660 Extn. 74) 
advising of same. 

In every instance to date the architect 
has followed this and not only has the 
friendly co-operation been appreciated 
but the Department either may transfer 
the OBM or see to it that provision is 
made in further publications of the map 
of an area. Even with this, it takes time 
for older maps to be replaced by new edi- 
tions. It can be said, too, that the archi- 
tects often have especially instructed the 
demolition contractor to leave standing a 
a small part of a building on which an 
OBM is registered until a later hour in 
the building task. 

Where OBMs cannot be found, Mr. 
Allerton Rowbotham would be well 
advised to make contact with the local 
authority engineer’s office where mostly 
one can find up-to-date information as 
regards OBMs. 

In most of our towns OBMs can be said 
to be positioned at reasonable distances 
apart, but in the country areas the point 
made that soon there may be no bench 
marks left—taking into account what has 
been stated above—cannot be ignored, 
for costs of survey work are increased 
where bench marks which remain are 
some miles from a development site. 

Action of a helpful nature to all con- 
cerned can be taken by the professions 
and the industry in the manner above 
exemplified. With one’s own house 
properly organised and efficient, the pro- 
fessional man then might be justifiably 
critical of the Ordnance Survey Depart- 
ment where they are not so organised. 
But one final point should be made, and 
this is that the Department through very 
many years has always received inquiries 
with courtesy and at the same time being 
helpful in one’s problems.

KENYON,—I was interested to 
read in ‘ The, Builder’ of May 1, 1959, 
your description of ‘Topping Out’ and 
you in turn may be interested to know 
that this good old custom is not altogether 
forgotten here. The building trade in 
Australia has been based on the practices 
and traditions of Great Britain and this 
particular custom, which I remember as 
‘Topping the job ’—not ‘ Topping Out’ 
—was once quite common here but has 
fallen into disuse and is seldom en- 
countered today. 

Recently I had my own house built 
in this case I was the architect-owner 
and endeavoured to maintain the custom 
but unfortunately, because of the system 
of subcontracting prevailing at present, 
it was impossible to get a reasonable 
muster of the trades together at the one 
time. Not to be beaten altogether we had 
a Sunday afternoon tea party for the 
builder and foreman carpenter and their 
families when the house was completed. 

The ‘topping’ custom also prevails 
among other European tradesmen and, 
as our building trade has had an influx 
of tradesmen from many parts of 
Europe, these ‘New Australians’ are 
pleased to take part in this simple 
ceremony. It is not always a flag which 
tops the building for I have seen the 
chimney surmounted with a bush, a 
bottle, a hat and on one occasion an old 
pair of boots. 

Long may this 
ceremony survive!

Success with Hardwood Floors 


siR,—Your correspondent in your last 
issue is to be congratulated on his use- 
ful and informative article, but with the 
greatest respect there are one or two 
points that I venture to criticise in his 
section dealing with strip flooring. 

In the first place, fillets should never 
be less than 2 in. in thickness, because 
of the danger of splitting when narrow 
width boards are used and where the fix- 
ing nails are entered at intervals of 2} in. 
or less. 

Secondly, it has been my experience 
that waterproof felt should never be laid 
over the fillets wherever there is direct to 
earth contact construction, because dry 
rot inevitably develops in the fillets in a 
short time. In such a position it is essen- 
tial that a substantial impervious damp- 
proof membrane be laid over the whole 
area underneath the fillets and the spaces 
between them filled completely flush with 
the top. There is then no danger of rising 
damp affecting the floor in any way.

At present 
there is no segregation of vehicular and 
pedestrian traffic, and so far as I am 
aware none is contemplated. Obviously 
the whole area needs to be replanned 
drastically with a view to future needs. 
I should think that several pedestrian 
subways, among other improvements, 
would be needed to provide safe access 
to the ‘ island.’ 

Briefly, the point I would make is that 
without adequate road improvements 
these piecemeal schemes of redevelop- 
ment must intensify traffic congestion and 
greatly increase the risk of accidents. No 
doubt our planning authorities are alive 
to the dangers; it would be reassuring to 
see more evidence of appropriate action.

Ordnance Bench Marks 


sir,—No doubt the Ordnance Survey De- 
partment at Chessington may well be able 
to provide adequate reply to Mr. C. Aller- 
ton Rowbotham’s letter in ‘ The Builder’ 
of August 5. As one of those who for 
the past forty years has used this efficient 
provision of bench marks all over the 


British Isles, there are a few points I 


would like to bring out which in a way 
offer added answers to his questions. 
First, since the cessation of the last 
War the Department has been at full 
stretch striving not only to re-establish 
very many OBM’s removed by enemy 
blitzing but on the change-over from the 
use of the old Liverpool datum to Newlyn. 
With the total number of maps to be 
produced this is a gigantic task, and in 
some areas there must and will be incon- 
veniences in using old ordnance maps. 


Nevertheless, one of the offending par- 
ties in the seeming removal of OBMs is 
the owner of the property who decides 
either to render over the face of a build- 
ing or add some form of plinth, covering 
the mark. Being a layman he would have 
no idea of the importance of an OBM to 
other people and possibly cover it inno- 
cently. 

Another has been seen to be demolition 
contractors’ men who tear down walls 
of old buildings without the slightest con- 
sideration for the contractor or others 
who may require to use the bench mark 
for building operations or other surveys. 
Where it is obvious to the surveyor of 
the site operating in the initial stages of 
the scheme that an OBM exists on a wall 
likely to be demolished, it has been the 
practice through the years to affix a note 
on a survey reading as follows:— 

Prior to removal of Ordnance 
Bench Marks hereon shown, contact 
is recommended with the Ordnance 
Survey Dept. (Levels Section Epsom 
2660, ie., EH4—2660 . . Extn. 74) 
advising of same. 

In every instance to date the architect 
has followed this and not only has the 
friendly co-operation been appreciated 
but the Department either may transfer 
the OBM or see to it that provision is 
made in further publications of the map 
of an area. Even with this, it takes time 
for older maps to be replaced by new edi- 
tions. It can be said, too, that the archi- 
tects often have especially instructed the 
demolition contractor to leave standing a 
a small part of a building on which an 
OBM is registered until a later hour in 
the building task. 

Where OBMs cannot be found, Mr. 
Allerton Rowbotham would be well 
advised to make contact with the local 
authority engineer’s office where mostly 
one can find up-to-date information as 
regards OBMs. 

In most of our towns OBMs can be said 
to be positioned at reasonable distances 
apart, but in the country areas the point 
made that soon there may be no bench 
marks left—taking into account what has 
been stated above—cannot be ignored, 
for costs of survey work are increased 
where bench marks which remain are 
some miles from a development site. 

Action of a helpful nature to all con- 
cerned can be taken by the professions 
and the industry in the manner above 
exemplified. With one’s own house 
properly organised and efficient, the pro- 
fessional man then might be justifiably 
critical of the Ordnance Survey Depart- 
ment where they are not so organised. 
But one final point should be made, and 
this is that the Department through very 
many years has always received inquiries 
with courtesy and at the same time being 
helpful in one’s problems.

DEAR MR. KENYON,—I was interested to 
read in ‘ The, Builder’ of May 1, 1959, 
your description of ‘Topping Out’ and 
you in turn may be interested to know 
that this good old custom is not altogether 
forgotten here. The building trade in 
Australia has been based on the practices 
and traditions of Great Britain and this 
particular custom, which I remember as 
‘Topping the job ’—not ‘ Topping Out’ 
—was once quite common here but has 
fallen into disuse and is seldom en- 
countered today. 

Recently I had my own house built— 
in this case I was the architect-owner— 
and endeavoured to maintain the custom 
but unfortunately, because of the system 
of subcontracting prevailing at present, 
it was impossible to get a reasonable 
muster of the trades together at the one 
time. Not to be beaten altogether we had 
a Sunday afternoon tea party for the 
builder and foreman carpenter and their 
families when the house was completed. 

The ‘topping’ custom also prevails 
among other European tradesmen and, 
as our building trade has had an influx 
of tradesmen from many parts of 
Europe, these ‘New Australians’ are 
pleased to take part in this simple 
ceremony. It is not always a flag which 
tops the building for I have seen the 
chimney surmounted with a bush, a 
bottle, a hat and on one occasion an old 
pair of boots. 

Long may this 
ceremony survive!

Success with Hardwood Floors 


sir,—Your correspondent in your last 
issue is to be congratulated on his use- 
ful and informative article, but with the 
greatest respect there are one or two 
points that I venture to criticise in his 
section dealing with strip flooring. 

In the first place, fillets should never 
be less than 2 in. in thickness, because 
of the danger of splitting when narrow 
width boards are used and where the fix- 
ing nails are entered at intervals of 2} in. 
or less. 


Secondly, it has been my experience 
that waterproof felt should never be laid 
over the fillets wherever there is direct to 
earth contact construction, because dry 
rot inevitably develops in the fillets in a 
short time. In such a position it is essen- 
tial that a substantial impervious damp- 
proof membrane be laid over the whole 
area underneath the fillets and the spaces 
between them filled completely flush with 
the top. There is then no danger of rising 
damp affecting the floor in any way.

Architecture as a Career 
Revised Ministry Booklet 


‘BOYS AND GIRLS who are likely to be 
suitable for careers in architecture often 
show, while still at school, an observant 
awareness of their surroundings, and 
enjoy sketching the buildings they see.’ 
This is stated in ‘The Architect,’ a 
revised booklet in the ‘Choice of 
Careers’ series, issued by the Central 
Youth Employment Executive and pub- 
lished on August 3 (HMSO, price Is.). 
The booklet is illustrated and 
describes, in non-technical language, the 
day-to-day work and responsibilities of 
architects and their assistants. It dis- 
cusses some of the basic ideas underlying 
all architecture. but does not attempt to 
give detailed technical information of the 
kind that can be found in textbooks. 
The booklet points out that the offices 
of architects are broadly of two types, 
private and official. The private architect 


obtains his work from public bodies, 
commercial and industrial firms and 
private persons. He derives his income 
from fees for each job he does, and main- 
tains his own independent office. A 
separate chapter of the booklet explains 
the work of the second, or salaried type 
of architect employed by large com- 
mercial firms, local authorities, govern- 
ment departments and public corpora- 
tions. Other chapters indicate the 
personal qualities that an _ intending 
architect should possess, his educational 
qualifications and professional training, 
and openings and salaries. 

Further information and advice about 
this or any other career may be obtained 
by young persons under 18 years of age 
from a Youth Employment Office, or by 
those over 18 from any Employment 
Exchange.

Draughtsmen’s Salaries 


Civil Service Claim Presented 


LETTERS from several Government Depart- 
ments about the difficulty of recruiting 
architectural and engineering draughts- 
men were quoted when the pay claim on 
their behalf was presented to the Civil 
Service Arbitration Tribunal on July 21 
and 22 by the Institution of Professional 
Civil Servants and the Society of Tech- 
nical Civil Servants. This is reported in 
the August issue of ‘ State Service,’ the 
Institution's journal. 

The two associations, who represent 
5,778 established and 2,249 temporary 
staff in the draughtsmen’s classes, are 
pressing for increases ranging from £50 to 
£325 a year from October 1, 1958, with 
smaller increases from January and July 
of 1957. The Treasury have offered in- 
creases ranging from £20 to £90 a year 
from December 1, 1958, only. 

The Treasury say that it would cost 
£1,400,000 a year to concede the claim, 
with another £5,000,000 for the retrospec- 
tive pay. Their offer would cost £450,000 
a year, with £750,000 for arrears. 

The joint committee who prepared and 
presented the case had Mr. Stanley 
Mayne, general secretary of the Institute, 
as chairman and Mr. C. Cooper, general 
secretary of the Society, as secretary. 

An interim increase was given to the 
draughtsmen from January 1, 1957, and 
the class was referred to the Pay Research 
Unit, who completed their report in 
April, 1959. The Treasury and the two 
associations agreed on working arrange- 
ments for adjusting the figures derived 
from the pay of draughtsmen in outside 
industry to take account of differences in 
hours, superannuation and other condi- 
tions, but arrived at different results.

S. J. Wearing ; H. E. B. Cavanagh 


Stanley John Wearing, FRIBA, FSA 


THE DEATH OCCURRED at Norwich on July 
26, of Mr. Stanley John Wearing, FRIBA, 
FSA, architect and antiquary. He was 
79. 

In 1911 Mr. Wearing won a design 
competition sponsored by ‘ The Builder’ 
for a new facade to the headquarters of 
the Royal Institute of British Architects; 
and in 1925 he submitted the winning 
design for the Norwich Masonic Hospital 
scheme. He was a member of the 
Norwich Archaeological Society and had 
been a member of the Council of the 
Norwich Association of Architects. 
Among his principal works were: the 
Isolation Hospital at Ely in 1915; Thet- 
ford YMCA in 1911; 300 houses erected 
under the 1919-22 Government housing 
schemes; and 200 houses erected under 
the 1923 and subsequent schemes.

Wearing was the senior partner in the 
Norwich firm of Wearing and Hastings.

Intrusion into a Green Belt 


Minister Approves Proposal for 
Car Factory at Hooton 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, has approved an 
application by Vauxhall Motors, Ltd., for 
planning permission to build a factory on 
a 400-acre site at Hooton, Wirral, 
Cheshire. The application was referred 
to the Minister for his decision at his 
direction under section 15 of the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1947, and a 
public inquiry was held on June 14 to 17. 

The letter giving the Minister's 
decision says that the proposal represents 
a substantial intrusion into the proposed 
Wirral Green Belt. It continues, how- 
ever, ‘In considering the application, the 
Minister has been impressed by the 
urgency of the economic factors, namely, 
the high and persistent unemployment on 
Merseyside generally and the special need 
within that area for additional employ- 
ment in a district which is to receive 
overspill on a large scale from other parts 
of the area. In the exceptional circum- 
stances he has decided that it is right to 
grant the permission sought. 

‘ He has considered carefully what safe- 
guards should be imposed by way of con- 
ditions attached to it. He agrees with 
the Inspector that the permission should 
be made personal to your clients. He 
understands the reasons which led the 
county council to suggest that specified 
parts of the site be excluded from 
development for the time being; but this 
would not be acceptable to your clients 
and he has decided to accept his Inspec- 
tor’s view that it would be unwise at this 
stage to attempt to control the form and 
distribution of development too closely. 

‘He thinks that, in addition to a con- 
dition requiring the design of the build- 
ings and the layout of the site to be 
agreed with the local planning authority, 
it would be right, in order to protect the 
amenities of the area as far as possible, 
te attach further conditions relating to 
the screening of the site, the disposal 
of refuse and industrial waste, and the 
storage of materials.’ 


Employment in Building 


THE NUMBER in civil employment during 
June is estimated to have increased by 
70,000 to 23,593,000. The total employed 
in the construction industry at the end of 
June was 1,541,000, an increase of 5,000 
over the previous month, according to 
Ministry of Labour statistics. 
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BRS to Study Hospital Building Costs 


New Project Described in Station's Annual Report 


HOSPITAL design and construction is to be 
investigated by the Building Research 
Station and a programme of research is 
now being arranged with the Ministry of 
Health and the Department of Health for 
Scotland. This is announced in the 
annual report of the Building Research 
Station, DSIR, published on August 8.* 

Government expenditure on hospitals 
is to increase substantially—it may 
amount to £300m. over the next six or 
seven years—and there is much scope for 
rewarding research in this field. For 
example, the cost of engineering services 
in hospitals (heating and _ ventilation, 
operating theatre services, lighting, etc.) 
can amount to a third of the total build- 
ing cost. Ways of providing these ser- 
vices more economically will be studied 
by the Station. 

Cost studies will also be carried out on 
recently constructed hospitals in an effort 
to identify other parts of the building 
process where economies might be 
achieved. It should be possible to pick 
out anomalies in building costs between 
different hospitals of similar capacity and 
to trace their causes. 

Engineering services are important not 
only in hospitals. In most large build- 
ings engineering installations have 
become increasingly complex and 
expensive. Their integration with the 
building design and in the process of 
construction frequently cause dislocation 
and delay. The Station is investigating 
these problems. 

Other points from the report are: 


High Flats Expensive 


The Cost of Housing.—During the 
year a study was completed on the rela- 
tive costs of providing housing by high 
blocks in city centres, by suburban 
development and in new towns. In 
general, the scope for using high block 
residential buildings as a means of 
reducing the cost of providing housing 
and urban amenities was found to be 
very limited. Their construction cost is 
about two-thirds greater than that of two- 
storey houses and maintenance costs are 
also considerably higher. 

The advantage of high density 
redevelopment in the centre of cities is 
that it reduces the number of people who 
have to be rehoused in suburbs or new 
towns. Suburban development may cost 
£750,000 for every 10,000 people, and the 
cost of a new town for 80,000 may be 
nearly £100m. However, the real cost of 
new development is less because it has 
longer potential life than the old build- 
ings, and is cheaper to run and to operate 
in. 
Nuclear Reactor Shields. — In the 
massive concrete structures used for 
biological shielding in the reactors being 
constructed for the British nuclear power 
programme, the effects of temperature, 
drying shrinkage, creep and radiation are 
important factors. A two-part research

programme has been undertaken in col- 
laboration with the UKAEA Industrial 
group: first, laboratory studies of the pro- 
perties of concrete, and secondly long- 
term observations on the shields at 
Calder Hall and Chapelcross. In the first 
reactor to become operational, Calder 
Hall, observations show that little drying 
of the concrete has yet taken place and 
that concrete temperatures are rather 
lower than expected. Instruments have 
also been installed in two of the Central 
Electricity Generating Board’s nuclear 
stations. 

Research on Tunnels.—The_ excava- 
tions on the South Bank of the Thames 
for the new Shell Headquarters went 
down to 40 ft., to within 4 ft. of the 
Bakerloo Tube tunnels, over a distance 
of about 120 yards. Work on the design 
of tunnels has been in progress at the 
Station for several years and this was a 
valuable opportunity for practical investi- 
gation. In collaboration with the London 
Transport Executive, the Station has been 
taking measurements at intervals during 
the year of the deformations and stress 
changes in the tunnel linings. 

Although all the data obtained has not 
yet been analysed, the broad effect of 
removing the soil above the tunnels has 
been found to be a slight displacement 
and change in shape in the tunnel. The 
vertical diameter of the southbound 
tunnel, which lies on top of the north- 
bound and was affected most, increased 
by about 4 in. There was also a general 
reduction in the compressive stresses in 
the cast-iron lining. 

Flat Roofs.—The use of flat roofs 
seems to be increasing in all types of 
buildings, both domestic and industrial. 
One problem that has led to frequent 
troubles is the movement of moisture 
inside the roof structure when the outside 
temperature changes. Water vapour can- 
not escape from the humid interior of a 
building through a flat roof as it can 
through a tiled one, and condensation 
can occur. Excess water is also present 
in a concrete roof cast ‘in situ’ and is 
difficult to dry out. A working party has 
been set up to study these problems by 
the International Council for Building 
Research, Studies and Documentation. 
During the year the Station started con- 
tributory experiments on the thermal pro- 
perties of six different types of flat roof 
in the pilot-scale roof laboratory. 

Sound Insulation of Buildings—To be 
effective barriers to sound, walls and 
floors should be as massive as possible. 
but with recent advances in structural 
design, sound insulation now requires 
much additional and otherwise useless 
weight in partitions in flats, schools, hos- 
pitals and offices. As a continuation of 
field work, two specially designed experi- 
mental buildings, one brick and one 
frame, are now coming into use at the 
Station. Each comprise two floors with 
four rooms in each, providing four party 
walls and four party floors. A series of 
wall and floor constructions will be tried, 
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starting with an investigation of various 
materials for the resilient layers of float- 
ing floors. 

Heating of Flats.——-To help local 
authorities in their decisions on space 
and water heating systems in multi-storey 
flats, the Station has made a study of 
the efficiency of different methods. Four 
types of system were examined: indi- 
vidual solid-fuel appliances, electric floor- 
heating with radiant fire topping up, indi- 
vidual gas heating, and central heating. 
A report now being prepared for publi- 
cation will include data on capital, main- 
tenance and fuel costs, as well as the 
occupants’ opinions of the system. 

Failure in Plaster Adhesion.—During 
the year several large-scale failures have 
again been reported in adhesion of plaster 
applied to concrete, most of them follow- 
ing a rise in temperature. Evidence points 
to the view that, where there is weakness 
in adhesion, failure is due to stresses set 
up by differential thermal expansion 
between the plaster and the background. 
With limestone or granite concrete this 
differential expansion is double that with 
gravel concrete. Adhesion can be sub- 
stantially improved by wetting down the 
plaster, or by using a suitable bonding 
surface immediately before applying the 
liquid. 

Scottish Building Problems.—It is now 
ten years since the Scottish Laboratory at 
Thortonhall was opened to link the 
Station with the Scottish building 
industry. Among many changes during 
the decade is the adoption throughout 
Britain of new materials and methods of 
construction. These are replacing the 
traditional building methods evolved to 
withstand Scottish weather conditions. An 
essential part of the laboratory’s research 
programme -is thus the study of climate 
and its effect on building materials. 


A Matter of Colour 


Chichester Controversy Over 
Painting of Shops 
SHOPKEEPERS in the main streets of 
Chichester, West Sussex, may find that 
they have to ask the City Council to 
approve the colour of the paint for use 

on the exterior of their premises. 

This follows a controversy which was 
initiated by Mr. Peter Sykes, a South- 
street draper who, after painting his shop- 
front a sober, slate-grey, was ‘ horrified ’ 
when his neighbour, a grocer, painted 
his own shop exterior a bright, lemon- 
yellow. Mr. Sykes sent the City Council 
a strong letter of protest. 

In Chichester, public opinion is 
divided. Some think the bright yellow 
of the grocer’s shop ‘nice’; others say 
it is ‘diabolical... The question now is 

-will the grocer change his colour 
scheme? The City Planning Committee 
have decided to ask him if he is willing 
to do so. 

The Committee also decided to ask the 
views of the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, the West Sussex 
County Council, the Civic Trust, and the 
Chichester Chamber of Commerce about 
their idea of seeking powers to make it 
necessary for shopkeepers and others in 
the city’s four main streets to get per- 
mission prior to painting their premises. 





Cricket 
RICS Draw with the RIBA 


THE RICS CRICKET XI in their annual 
match against the RIBA, played at Cheam 
on July 27, achieved a draw in their own 
favour, the RIBA scoring 139 for 8 
wickets in reply to the RICS score of 260 
for 4 declared. 

The Surveyors had the opening use of 
a good pitch and the first wicket fell at 
43 in 53 minutes, Eastall having scored 
21. At 65, Harrison tried unsuccessfully 
to sweep Batty and was bowled for a 
useful 30. With the last ball before lunch 
Deagle was bowled by a good ball from 
Gover. After the resumption came the 
best cricket of the match, Drew and 
Ridgwell together scoring 132 in exactly 
one hour without being parted. Drew, 
who was at the wicket for two hours, 
started cautiously, scoring 26 singles in 
his first 50, but the rest of his innings 
included 8 fours, and three sixes came in 
one over off the architects’ skipper Derek 
Robinson. The last of these was a tre- 
mendous straight hit to the right of the 
bowler, the ball landing on the railway 
after striking a poplar tree. Drew has 
played against the architects three times, 


his previous scores being in 1956, 100 
and 1957, 53, without once being dis 
missed. A very fine achievement. Ridg 
well gave him grand support and his 
undefeated knock of 48 included only 
seven singles. The declaration came after 
less than three hours batting. 

The architects had to struggle through- 
out their innings, the only batsman stay- 
ing any real length of time being Peter 
Johnson, who the previous year in this 
match scored a brilliant 129 not out to 
give his side victory by 6 wickets. This 
time he was not so fluent with his strokes 
but his 58 (six boundaries) undoubtedly 
saved his side from defeat. He was dis- 
missed by a dolly catch at point by 
Deagle. Robinson and Gover were out 
to beautiful catches by Drew and Ballard 
respectively. Each of the six bowlers 
participated in the wickets which fell. 
Strachan, who plays his cricket for West 
Lothian County in Scotland, bowled par- 
ticularly well without any luck, several 
early chances not being held.

Building Education in Scotland 


Common Syllabus Agreed 


From a Correspondent 

THE Scottish Joint Committee for 
National Certificates and Diplomas in 
Building, under the chairmanship of Cllr. 
A. H. Brechin, OBE, a member of H. A. 
Brechin and Co., chartered surveyors, 
Edinburgh, has agreed to a common syl- 
labus for building trade education in 
Scotland. 

This is a big step forward in building 
trade education in Scotland and one 
which has been sought for some ten years. 
It provides a uniform standard of train 
ing and ability for the whole country. 
It is based on three main subjects: build- 
ing construction, building science and 
mathematics. The main emphasis will 
be on new methods of construction. 

The course will be available in more 


than half of the education authority col- 
leges in Scotland. It will extend ove: 
three years and will normally be available 
either by part-time day study or evening 
study. 

There was a conference of teachers in 
Glasgow in March when the idea of a 
common syllabus was approved. Up till 
now the various centres have worked on 
their own pattern of training. This led to 
a complaint that the courses lacked 
breadth and status in that the certificates 
were purely local rather than national, a 
complaint corrected in the new scheme. 
A working committee was set up headed 
by Dr. Sidwell, head of the Building De- 
partment at Heriot-Watt College, and the 
present accepted programme is the result 
of that committee's work.

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Expenditure on Roads and Public Buildings 


Committee of Public Accounts’ Criticisms 


A COMMITTEE of MPs has reported to 
Parliament that they believe that such 
highly inaccurate estimates as _ had 
occurred on road construction schemes 
might vitiate the Treasury’s control 
over the allocation and use of resources. 
They recommend that the Treasury 
should consult with the Ministry of 
Transport to see whether the standard of 
estimating could be improved to make 
control more effective. 

The Committee of Public Account 
made a report on July 27. The Com- 
mittee comprised 15 MPs of the two 
major parties presided over by Mr. 
Harold Wilson, the ‘ Shadow Chancellor.’ 
The membership also includes Sir 
Edward Boyle, Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury, and the report follows detailed 
consideration of the Civil Appropriation 
Accounts, 1958-59, and the report of the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General, Sir 
Edmund Compton, which was published 
on March 1 and detailed in ‘ The Builder’ 
of March 18. 

Sir Edmund Compton reported that 
many major road schemes had shown con- 
siderable increases over the provisional 
estimates of cost on which the Treasury 
first authorised commitments and even 
over reasonably firm estimates made 
after detailed preparation. The Com- 
mittee state that they examined the four 
schemes on which the Comptroller had 
reported—the Runcorn-Widnes Bridge, 
Preston by-pass, the Cromwell-road 
extension, and the first section of the 
London-Yorkshire motorway (Ml). The 
Ministry of Transport had told them that 
the provisional estimates which proved 
so inadequate were really no more than 
‘inspired guesses’ made to indicate the 
order of magnitude of the schemes at the 
stage when the Treasury were asked to 
authorise preparatory work. The Com- 
mittee were also concerned to note that 
large increases occurred on _ estimates 
given after completion of the site survey 
and other detailed preparatory work. 

They appreciated the difficulty of esti- 
mating for major schemes of which the 
Ministry and the consulting engineers 
might have had little or no experience, 
but they doubted whether financial con- 
trol could be effectively exercised on the 
basis of estimates which proved so wide 
of the mark. Moreover, they were in- 
formed that where a major scheme 
proved to be much more expensive than 
expected it was normally necessary to 
put back the date of other schemes. In 
the Committee’s view deferment of a 
scheme ready for execution was not 
conducive to economy. 


* Weakness in Control’ 


They go on to state that the Comp- 
troller’s report and evidence taken by 
them had disclosed certain weaknesses in 
the control of schemes carried out by 
consulting engineers. The report then 
details what happened over M1, when, in 
April 1959, the Ministry informed the

Treasury that the estimated cost had 
risen from their first firm estimate of 
£16.4m. to £19.4m. 

The Ministry attributed a great part 
of this to wet weather. To counteract the 
effect of the weather and to permit of 
winter working the Department had 
agreed to expenditure of about £300,000, 
mainly for embankments, and in January, 
1959, they had learned from the consult- 
ing engineer that this work was expected 
to cost £574,000. But it was not until 
March, 1959, that they were made aware 
that these measures had cost upwards of 
£lm. and that expenditure on other 
winter working measures had been neces- 
sary to the extent of £500,000. 

The Ministry admitted that experience 
had shown that they had relied to a 
greater extent than desirable on the con- 
sulting engineer to keep them informed, 
but they explained that never before had 
they had a scheme of such magnitude to 
be completed at such speed. The Minis- 
try’s own engineers were not in really 
close touch with the scheme and the con- 
sulting engineer had undertaken heavy 
additional liabilities without informing 
the Ministry. There had, moreover, been 
undesirable delay even in informing the 
Ministry of the way the cost was increas- 
ing. The Ministry considered, however, 
that although they might conceivably 
have taken decisions different from those 
of the consulting engineer, they would 
not in the event have taken a different 
line and that his decisions were the right 
ones. 

The Committee were concerned, never- 
theless, to learn that very large 
expenditures were undertaken without 
the knowledge of the _ responsible 
Department and therefore without them 
being in a position to exercise any in- 
fluence on the decisions leading to the 
expenditure. 


Periodical Reports 


It was, the Committee understood, now 
the Ministry's general policy to use con- 
sulting engineers for the construction of 
motorways extending over more than one 
county. They noted that the Ministry 
intended to ensure for the future that 
they were consulted before any important 
decisions were taken by the consulting 
engineers. To this end the Ministry 
would lay down clearer instructions on 
periodical reports and emphasise the 
necessity for consultation on any altera- 
tions likely to have a material effect on 
costs. 

They had been told that a ‘ Motorways 
Branch’ had been recently set up in the 
Ministry which would have a representa- 
tive on the site the whole time. State the 
Committee.— We hove that these de- 
velopments will speedily be effective and 
so implement fully the assurance given 
that the Ministry’s contro! over consult- 
ing engineers is at least as close as that 
exercised over local authorities perform- 
ing road construction work as agents for 


the Ministry of Transport.’ 

The Committee also inquired into the 
adequacy of the certificates given by con- 
sulting engineers in support of contrac- 
tors’ claims for payments. Experience 
had shown that in the absence of a stan- 
dard form of certificate the amount of in- 
formation furnished by consulting 
engineers with their payment certificates 
had varied considerably, and had some- 
times been so meagre as to make it dif- 
ficult for the Ministry’s Finance Division 
to be satisfied from the certificate itself 
about the propriety of the contractors’ 
claims. 

‘We consider this unsatisfactory,’ states 
the report. The Committee were in- 
formed that the Ministry had been dis- 
cussing with the Association of Consult- 
ing Engineers a code of instructions de- 
signed to standardise the information re- 
quired to be furnished and to ensure that 
the depnartment’s requirements were met. 
They trusted that no time would be lost 
in bringing these discussions to a success- 
ful conclusion. 


Fees to Consulting Engineers 

Inquiry was also made into the Minis- 
try of Transport’s method of calculating 
fees to consulting engineers for the 
preparation and supervision of road and 
bridge schemes. They were assured that 
the fees paid by the Ministry under the 
agreement with the Association of Con- 
sulting Engineers—of which not all con- 
sulting engineers were members—were 
more favourable to the Exchequer than 
those charged by consulting engineers on 
private schemes. The Ministry had no 
information on the fees paid for very large 
private schemes, but thought that special 
rates might be negotiated in particular 
cases. Many of the Ministry's schemes, 
particularly for motorways, cost much 
more than £lm. which was the point 
where the present scale of fees flattened 
out. The committee doubted whether 
such large projects were envisaged when 
the agreement with the Association was 
made many years ago. 

The Treasury had agreed to review the 
system and furnish a further statement. 
The committee recommended that the 
matter should be further considered when 
the Treasury statement was available and 
its contents had been studied. 

The Committee also report that they 
were informed that there was no com- 
petition in the choice of a consulting 
engineer for a particular project but that 
the Ministry were satisfied that their 
selection ensured that the best firm was 
entrusted with the job, and that the work 
was spread fairly among consultants. 
There was, moreover, no competition re- 
lated to the design and specification of 
the work to be undertaken although the 
Committee supposed that this must be a 
major factor in costs. 

The chosen consultant was completely 
responsible for planning and designing the 
scheme, subject to general conditions 
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laid down by the Ministry as to the 
standard to which it was to be prepared 
and planned. It rested with the Minis- 
try’s engineers, with whom the consul- 
tant worked closely during the planning 
Stage, to ensure that design and specifi- 
cation were economical and up-to-date. 

States the report: ‘It appears to us 
that the present arrangements for appoint- 
ing and remunerating consulting engin- 
eers must entail in some degree the risk 
of encouraging extravagant design and of 
adding unreasonably to the remuneration. 
The Treasury regard it as their function 
to ensure that Departments employing 
consultants keep in line in the matter of 
fees, and that all Departments secure the 
benefit of any modification which one or 
the other may have achieved. We recom- 
mend that the Treasury should initiate 
further action by the interested Depart- 
ments to deal with the defects in the 
present arrangements.’ 


Hospital Building Costs 


THE COMMITTEE OF PUBLIC ACCOUNTS then 
went on to draw three conclusions from 
the ‘unfortunate affair’ of a reconstruc- 
tion scheme at a teaching hospital, 
approved by the Treasury in December, 
1955, at an estimated cost of £80,000. 
They recounted how on April 1, 1959, the 
Ministry of Health were informed by the 
Board of Governors of the hospital that 
opening up the structure had revealed 
weaknesses not shown in old drawings. 

The architects for the Board were 
authorised to consult structural engineers 
who recommended that work should be 
stopped. The terms of the report 
suggested that expert superficial examina- 
tion before the work started would have 
caused doubt as to whether the building 
would bear the additional load entailed 
by the scheme. After further reports by 
the engineers and an independent con- 
sulting engineer called in by the Ministry, 
the Board concluded that it would be 
more satisfactory and no more costly to 
erect a new building, and that the old 
building should be reinforced only so far 
as necessary to provide a limited life, the 
fourth floor being sealed off and 
abandoned. 

The total cost of the abortive scheme 
was £41,109 of which £27,472 fell to be 
borne by Exchequer funds. In April, 
1959, the Comptroller and Auditor 
General asked the Ministry if the Board 
had been advised whether any claim in 
respect of the loss incurred lay against 
their professional advisers, but this 
question was still unresolved at the time 
the Committee of Public Accounts took 
evidence. It appeared that no investiga- 
tion had been initiated to decide where 
responsibility lay until the Comptroller 
and Auditor General made his inquiry in 
April, 1959, and that in the succeeding 
12 months no decision had been reached. 

The primary responsibility for this 
abortive scheme lay with the Board and 
the professional advisers employed by 
them. The Committee were informed that 
the Ministry of Health exercised no con- 
trol over the selection of the professional 
advisers of hospital boards. Even in the 
particular case under notice, where the 
responsibility for the abortive expendi- 


ture was still undecided, there had been 
no intervention by the Ministry and the 
Board were continuing to employ the 
same architect not only for the work of 
making the old building safe but also for 
planning the contemplated new building. 


The three conclusions were: 1.—There 
should be no delay in_ investigating 
responsibility for the waste of public 


money. 2.—When dealing with old 
buildings about which information might 
be lacking or misleading—and pre- 
sumably there were many such buildings 
in the hospital service—no alterations 
should be authorised until the Ministry 
had assured themselves that the stability 
of the building would not be affected. 3. 

-The Minister should advise hospital 
boards that they should not continue to 
employ professional advisers whose com- 
petence was in question, until such time 
as investigation showed that the profes- 
sional advisers were not at fault. 

The Committee also reported that they 
had inquired on the progress made by the 
Ministry of Health in laying down build- 
ing standards to be used in carrying out 
the large hospital capital programme. The 
Ministry were developing three lines of 
approach to this end. They were pre- 
paring bulletins on particular depart- 
ments of hospitals, working on cost 
analysis of schemes with the aim of pro- 
ducing cost targets and planning to build 
some typical units themselves’ to 
demonstrate the latest standards of lay- 
out and the possibility of achieving those 
standards within the cost limits that they 
recommended. 

The Committee welcomed these acti- 
vities, trusted the Ministry would pursue 
them and make full use of experience 
gained elsewhere, notably in connection 
with school building and in private con- 
tract building, on the value of standard 
designs and standard costs. There was 
however plenty of scope for hospital 
boards to make their own individual con- 
tribution towards economical and efficient 
planning of new buildings. 


Ministry of Works’ Expenditure 
THE COMMITTEE noted with satisfaction 
that the Ministry of Works were investi- 
gating the charges made to private clients 
by outside architects and other profes- 
sional advisers with a view to making 
comparisons with their own departmental 
costs. They trusted that the results of the 
investigation would be available in time 
for consideration by the Treasury in the 
course of the proposed review of the 
Ministry's staffing arrangements. 

The report then recounts in detail what 
happened in the construction of a re- 
search establishment in Cumberland for 
the then Ministry of Supply, which was 
carried out by the Ministry of Works as 
a repayment service. The main contract 
was let in December, 1956, on a prime 
cost basis’ plus a fee on a sliding scale 
fixed after completion. Cost was pro- 
visionally estimated in January, 1956, but 
a more detailed estimate in August, 1957 
gave a provisional total cost of £10.9m. 
The estimate rose to £14.8 in April, 1958 
to £17.5m. in December, 1958 and to 
£20.4m. in July, 1959 when the Ministry 
were of opinion that the total cost as 
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then defined might go to £25m. 

In 1958 when it became obvious that 
the total estimated cost would be ex- 
ceeded, the Ministry made a detailed re- 
view of the consortium’s financial con- 
trol system, and an inquiry into the whole 
financial position was held by a senior 
officer in the summer of 1959. Where 
weaknesses were found, as in the major 
sub-contracts where the control system 
had fallen into arrears, steps were taken 
to eliminate them. 

It was clear, states the Committee’s 
report, that the system used for control- 
ling expenditure suffered from the basic 
defect that it depended for the essential 
figures on the main contractor, consisting 
of a consortium, which had largely sub- 
contracted the work to its own member 
firms or _ subsidiaries. The Ministry 
admitted that the necessary information 
did not, at any rate in the early stages of 
the project, come through as quickly as 
it should have done for the Ministry's 
control to be effective. The Committee 
were therefore glad to know that action 
had been taken to tighten control pro- 
cedures. 

In the opinion of the Committee it 
was essential in cost-plus contracts that 
Departments should not only exercise 
close control over progress but should 
also make arrangements which ensured 
that administrative and financial control 
of commitments was retained in their 


own hands. They accordingly recom- 
mended that this should be the rule 
in future. 
Historic Buildings 
Lastly the Committee of Public 


Accounts dealt with grants towards the 
acquisition and maintenance of historic 
buildings and ancient monuments, recall- 
ing how the Comptroller and Auditor 
General had drawn attention to cases 
where the initial estimates of the cost 
of repairs were apparently based on in- 
complete or superficial inspection of the 
building or included inadequate allow- 
ance for the likelihood of underlying de- 
fects. They were informed that of 611 
grants up to December 31, 1958, 178 had 
been increased by the end of 1959. The 
Ministry of Works had explained that 
exact. estimating was difficult. 

The Ministry had agreed that once a 
grant had been made on the basis of 
costs which later turned out to have been 
underestimated, it was difficult to refuse 
further claims for grants if the money 
already spent was not to be wasted. 

It was of fundamental importance that 
a realistic estimate of total costs should 
be obtained before the initial grant was 
made. The past record was far from 
satisfactory and the Committee welcomed 
the measures taken by the Ministry to 
improve estimating. The Committee 
noted the view of the Ministry that there 
was no end in sight of these grants for 
historic buildings. They were, therefore, 
glad to know that the arrangements for 
Treasury control of the grants were under 
review, and they recommended that the 
review should be extended to settling the 
standards by which buildings would 
qualify for grant as being of outstanding 
historic or architectural interest.

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Activity in the Building Industry 


Rising Demand for Industrial and Domestic Development 


Building provided most of last year’s increase in fixed investment, states 
the Treasury’s Information Division in the July issue of its monthly review 


of the economic situation, ‘ Bulletin for Industry.’ 


Output of the con- 


struction industries increased steadily and order books expanded. Demand 
has continued to rise, particularly from industry and from private house 


developers. 


Ten-year Review 


OUTPUT by the construction industries 
rose by 28 per cent from 1948 to 1959 
(this compares with an increase of 48 per 
cent in manufacturing industry).  Set- 
backs to the  industry’s expansion 
occurred in 1950-52 and 1957-58. In the 
first of these periods demand from private 
persons was cut back to make room for 
defence building, and delays were 
imposed on starting dates of many types 
of project—the industry at that time was 
controlled by Government licensing. In 
late 1954 building controls were 
abolished. 

Output was steady in the exceptionally 
bad weather of 1955, but by the end of 
the year signs of overload, notably 
shortage of labour and reinforcing rods, 
had appeared. In 1957-58 the credit 
squeeze held back the industry’s expan- 
sion and local authority housing, which 
had reached its peak in 1953-54, con- 
tinued to decline substantially (the 
general housing subsidy had been with- 
drawn at the end of 1956). Private house- 
building accelerated in 1952, and by 1958 
nearly half the houses completed were for 
private owners. 

From 1948 to 1959 the volume of gross 
fixed investment in dwellings and other 
new building and works rose by about 
nine-tenths. The investment total rose— 
with an interruption in 1951—auntil 1956, 
was then stable until 1958, and rose again 
rapidly last year:

The main components moved, however, 
rather differently. Investment in dwell- 
ings has increased much less over the 
period than other forms of investment 
and has fluctuated more within it; in 
1948 dwellings made up 54 per cent of 
the total, in 1959 39 per cent. The 
peak investment in dwellings was in 
1954; there was then a repid decline until 
1958, which was reversed in 1959. To 
this increase was added a further growth 
in investment in all other new building 
and works, which in 1959 was one-and- 
a-half times greater than in 1948. 

Something like a third of building out- 
put is on repairs and maintenance. This 
work, which is not included in gross fixed 
investment, has not changed much in 
volume over the years. Its value in ]959 
was £772m., out of a total output by the 
construction industry of £2,399m. 

The volume of fixed investment rose 
44 per cent in 1959 on 1958, with most 
of the increase coming from building 


investment. The rise continued into 
1960. In 1959 the construction industry 
raised its output by about 6 per cent and 
there was a further sharp rise in the first 
quarter of this year. 


Housing 


Investment in dwellings was about an 
eighth higher in 1959 than in 1958 and 
accounted for half of the rise in total 
fixed investment. The increase was all in 
private housing, which was on a strongly 
rising trend during the year; local 
authority housing, which had been falling 
sharply in earlier years, was about level. 
In the first quarter of 1960 there was a 
slight fall in local authority housing and 
no significant change in private:

The value of new orders obtained by 
contractors for new housing points to a 
further rise in housebuilding this year, 
with the bulk of the extra demand 
coming from private developers. The 
£62m. worth of orders placed by public 
authorities in the first quarter were much 
the same as in each of the previous three 
quarters and rather less than a year 
earlier, when, however, the Government 
invited local authorities to start houses 
they could complete within the current 
twelve months. Orders placed by private 
developers were double the public figure 
and 12 per cent up on a year earlier.

figures for new orders suggest that some 
further increase may take place later this 
year. Private building turned upwards 
in the second half of last year and the 
upward trend has continued. 

Orders obtained by contractors suggest 
that they are going to be busier than ever 


before on non-housing work of all kinds. 
Public authorities placed orders in the 
first quarter worth £135m. (£34m. more 
than a year earlier) and _ private 
developers £149m. (£38m. more). The 
main increase in the latter was in build- 
ing for industrial purposes:

The load of work has been growing fast 
and seems likely to continue to do so. 
Expenditure on local authority housing in 
1960-61 is expected to be higher than in 
1959-60 and private housing is increasing 
rapidly.

Pressure on Supplies 


There is some unemployment in the 
building industry, mainly in parts of the 
North-East, South-West, Wales and 
Scotland. Elsewhere unemployment is 
extremely low: there are many shortages 
of craftsmen, particularly carpenters and 
bricklayers, and this is the case even in 
areas where other labour is available, as 
in Scotland, for example. 

Supplies of most materials increased 
during 1959 but local shortages of 
bricks were reported and there . were 
delays in deliveries of reinforcing rods. 
This year supplies of bricks have been 
increasing (output in the first five months 
was 12 per cent up on a year earlier) but 
labour shortages have been a hindrance; 
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reinforcing rods are being produced at a 
rate sufficient to meet most of the 
expected needs. There have been local 
shortages of cement but this year cement 
has been imported and the industry has 
the capacity further to raise output. 
Demand on the resources of the build 


ing industry are rising. Requirements of 
manpower, particularly craftsmen, and 
of some materials, are likely to press hard 
on supplies. But the restraints on credit 
and the levelling out of public investment 
should help to bring demand and supply 
into better balance. 


Breach of Safety Regulations 
Firm Fined £150 for Scaffolding Deficiencies 


BUILDING WORKMEN who worked on a 
bonus basis and failed to comply with all 
safety precautions, which ‘ took too much 
time,’ were blamed for the appearance 
before the Dudley Court on June 17 of a 
well-known Sedgley firm of builders. 

Tomlinson Brothers (Sedgley), Ltd., of 
Bilston-street, admitted five breaches of 
the Factory Act. It was stated that toe 
boards were not provided on scaffolding, 
a ladder was not securely fixed, guard 
rails were not provided, putlogs were not 
securely fastened and no report of 
inspections of the scaffolding had been 
recorded. 

MR. DONALD H. LIVESEY, factory inspec- 
tor, said the firm was building council 
houses on the Russell's Hall Estate, 
Dudley, and all the charges arose from a 
routine inspection on April 21. At the 
time three bricklayers and two labourers 
were working on scaffolding round a pair 
of partly-built houses on a platform 12 ft. 
from the ground. A register which was 
kept in the foreman’s_ office of 
examinations of the scaffolding had not 
been filled in since February 2. The firm 
had been previously warned about con 
traventions of the Act.

Housing Progress Report 


Increased Completions in First Half 
of 1960 


THE HOUSING PROGRESS REPORTS presented 
to Parliament as White Papers* by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern 
ment and the Secretary of State for 
Scotland show that the number of per 
manent houses completed in Great 
Britain during June was 27,348 compared 
with 24,266 in June, 1959. 

In the first six months of 1960 143,934 
permanent houses were completed com 
pared with 130,016 in the same period of 
1959. Of these 65,263 were erected by 
public authorities and 78,671 by private 
builders.

Mr. Southall commented that 
for the slightest of reasons the gangs 
would leave and go to work for someone 
else. This the gang did as soon as they 
heard there was any trouble

Marking School Floors; 


Leather Substitute Soles 
By Architect 


Blamed 


USE OF SUBSTITUTE MATERIALS for the 
soles of boots and shoes instead of leather 
is to blame for the considerable marking 
which occurs on floors in new schools. 
This is the view of the Surrey County 
Architect, Mr. J. Harrison, FRIBA, who 
has been looking into the matter at the 
request of the county’s North Western 
Education Executive. Composition floors, 
he says, do not show marks so readily 
as timber or asbestos cement flooring. 
Although floors could be preserved and 
more readily cleaned if treated with 
impervious materials, the treatment was 
comparatively expensive and had to be 
renewed constantly. The executive have 
asked the Surrey County Council to draw 
the attention of the appropriate authority 
to the disfigurement, with a suggestion 
that research should be carried out to 
find a more satisfactory material.

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Future Earning 
Capacity 
Builder Awarded £5,000 for Loss 
From a Legal Correspondent 


AN IMPORTANT DECISION for builders, and 
indeed for all others who have suffered 
loss through injury, is contained in the 
recent decision of Mr. Justice Streatfeild 
in Pope v D. Murphy and Son Ltd. The 
plaintiff, who was a master builder 
trading under the name of Towers and 
Pope, employed 7 skilled men and 2 
labourers and his work included decora- 
tions, ordinary maintenance and private 
surveys for clients. His profits were in 
the region of £750 a year. 

Before his injury he had thought of 
selling his business and carrying on in 
the building trade as a foreman or in 
some managerial capacity, but the court 
for the purpose of this action considered 
that he would have continued as a master 
builder. He was injured in a car smash 
due to the negligence of the other driver 
employed by the defendant’s firm who 
was killed. Apart from damages for 
physical injuries, pain and suffering, etc., 
the plaintiff was entitled to payment for 
loss of future earning capacity under the 
principles laid down in Benham v 
Gambling. 

The important point at issue in Pope 
» D. Murphy and Son Ltd. was whether 
this sum was to be calculated having 
regard to the reduced expectation of life 
due to the accident, or to the period of 
time the injured man might have expected 
to earn if there had not been an accident. 
In an earlier case, Harris v_ Bright's 
Asphalt Co. Ltd., Mr. Justice Slade had 
come to the conclusion that damages for 
future earnings could only be based on 
what expected span of life was actually 
left to a man based upon his injuries. It 
was in fact argued by the defendants 
that the court did not compensate a dead 
man so why compensate a living man 
beyond his actual expectation. 

Mr. Justice Streatfeild, however, 
having regard to a number of decisions, 
had no hesitation in deciding that the 
basis of compensation should be the 
expectation not taking into account the 
injury. Slade J.’s view was criticised in 
Kemp and Kemp on Quantum of 
Damages in the following words: ‘ Why 
should the wrongdoer be freed from 
compensating the plaintiff for the 
pecuniary loss which he has caused him 
just because at the same time he has also 
shortened the plaintiff’s life?’ 

In reaching the decision as to the 
amount payable the court had of course. 
not merely to multiply an annual pay 
ment by a certain figure, but also to make 
allowances for some of the contingencies 
of life—possibility of other accidents, 
supervening bankruptcy, etc. The dif 
ference between the two methods of 
ascertaining loss of earning capacity was 
between £5,000 and £2,500. The learned 
judge awarded £5,000 under this head, 
but if the claim was reduced by a 
superior court to take into account the 
injuries, he would have awarded £2,500.

New Car Parking Standard Approved by Court of Common Council 


THE COURT OF COMMON COUNCIL on July 
28, granted planning permission on an 
outline application for the redevelopment 
of Moorgate underground station with 
upper level walkways and accommodation 
for offices and shops. The architect is 
Mr. Leo Hannen, 6 Woods-mews, Park- 
lane, W1. 

They also (as briefly reported in our 
last issue) approved the establishment of 
a further redevelopment unit—No. 36 
on just over an acre of land in Gresham- 
street and Aldermanbury. The proposals 
provide for the creation of a Guildhall 
precinct and extension, a public open 
space, and the widening of Alderman- 
bury. Total estimated cost of acquisition. 
clearing and_ preliminary work is 
£1.271,000, which the court authorised. 


Car Parking 


In future the car parking standard for 
office developments will be on the basis 
of one car per 2.000 sq. ft. instead of the 
present 2,500 sq. ft. 

Recommending the new standard, the 
Improvements and Town Planning Com- 
mittee, in their report to the Court, 
stated that the 1956 survey of the num- 
ber of cars parked in the streets or on 
bombed sites showed a 56 per cent in- 
crease over the 1951 figure. ‘ And,’ the 
report adds, ‘there is every reason to 
believe that in 1960 the increase will be 
of the same order. This in itself would 
not necessarily be an argument for in- 
creasing the standard provision for car 
parking in office buildings, since no 
matter what the increase in vehicular 
traffic may be, there must be a limit set 
to the standard provision, not only in 
fairness to property owners and 
developers, but also to guard against the 
provision of parking space in excess of 
the facilities available for street move- 
ment.

suggested by the County 
might be accepted as_ the 
standard now suggested by the County 
regarded as the fixed standard which is 
not likely to be further varied in the 
foreseeable future.’ 

The committee has since been advised 
that although the County Council must 
keep traffic conditions under constant 
review, it did not intend to vary the 
revised parking standard for offices in the 
next few years. In any event, if traffic 
conditions or any other consideration 
were to alter so much that it became 
essential to do so, the Council could 
consult the Corporation before adopting 
any new standard.

The Week in Parliament 


From Our Own 


The Summer Recess 
THE FOLLOWING business was transacted 
before Parliament adjourned on July 29 
for the summer recess. Both Houses will 
re-assemble on October 25 to complete 
the passage of a few minor Bills and for 
MPs to debate British Railways. Proroga- 
tion will take place on October 27, and 
the new session of Parliament will begin 
with the Queen’s Speech on November 1. 


Progress with 
Redistribution of Industry 
* CONSIDERABLE progress has been made.’ 
declared MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, on July 26, 
when he was reporting on the provision 
of employment in development districts 
under the Local Employment Act, passed 
earlier this session. 

He added: ‘If projects go ahead as 
planned, new jobs in prospect in these 
districts are about 74,000 against average 
unemployment over the last twelve 
months of 133,000. There are three 
places, Merseyside, Llanelly and Sheer- 
ness, which I hope to be able to take off 
the list in the near future. The delisting 
of these places depends on the outcome 
of applications for assistance at present 
under consideration but to avoid the 
frustration of further applications and to 
concentrate our efforts on the remaining 
Development Districts and Northern 
Ireland, I have decided not to accept any 
more applications for these three places. 
1 am not at the moment proposing to add 
any places to the list.’ 


When MR. N. PANNELL asked the 
President to take into account the 
present difficulties confronting the motor 
industry, which might frustrate or delay 
the plans it had in Merseyside, mr. 
MAUDLING said he would. That was why 
he had not actually taken Merseyside off 
the list. The jobs in prospect amounted 
to 33,000 of which the motor industry 
accounted for 18,000. 


In the four months since the Local 
Employment Act began to operate, there 
had been signs of a shift in the industria! 
balance of the country. In South Wales 
the Board of Trade considered that there 
had been a remarkable improvement, but 
the most difficult areas were Scotland, 
Northern Ireland and North-East 
England as well as certain coastal towns. 
There had also been no success in steer- 
ing industry to the west country. 


In questions on July 26, MR. HAYMAN, 
a Cornish member, stressed the import- 
ance of improved communications to the 
west country. Fourteen applications for 
assistance had been received from Corn- 
wall, of which 11 were under considera- 
tion, stated MR. MAUDLING. 


Issue of IDCs 


MR. JAY asked the President of the 
Board of Trade what percentage of the 
total new factory space in square feet 
for which IDCs were granted in Great

MR. REGINALD MAUDLING: ‘ For schemes 
of over 5,000 sq. ft. in manufacturing 
industry the London and South Eastern 
Region’s share was 20.2 per cent in 
the first six months of 1958, 17.4 per 
cent in 1959 and 9.7 per cent in the first 
three months of 1960. Corresponding 
figures for Scotland, Wales and _ the 
Northern Region combined were 20.1 per 
cent, 29.2 per cent and 16.2 per cent. 


‘The extent of the industrial location 
control was changed by the _ Local 
Employment Act; from April 1, 1960. 
the industrial building figures relate to a 
wider and non-manufacturing field of 
development. Under the new series, the 
proportions for the two areas for April 
to June, 1960, were 13.9 per cent and 
12.7 per cent respectively.’ 


MR. JAY Said there seemed to be an 
encouraging reduction in the share going 
to London and the South-East which he 
hoped would be continued. MR. MAUDLING 
said that broadly speaking no new manu 
facturing industry had come to the Lon 
don area and the schemes in terms of 
square footage which had been approved 
had by and large been extensions which 
could not take place elsewhere. Taking 
this matter in terms of employment, 
which seemed what mattered, in the first 
three months of 1960 the figure for Lon- 
don and the South-East was 4.5 per cent 
and for the other area mentioned it was 
22.6 per cent.

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Housing in London 


THE LAST SUBJECT to be debated in the 
longest sitting of the House of Commons 
since 1955 concerned London's housing 
problem. This topic generated much 
heat even though the discussion opened 
at 5 a.m. on July 27. Labour MPs directed 
their energies to the difficulties which 
they said had been created by the opera 
tions of the Rent Act, 1957. 

There was also reference to the high 
cost of land, the amount of office building 
and rates of interest for council house 
building. MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, when he 
replied at 6.20 a.m., immediately pointed 
out that he had never tried to minimise 
the difficulties of the housing situation in 
London which were greater than in any 
other city in Britain except Glasgow. Lon- 
don acted as a magnet. It was inevitably 
a place of high costs because the amount 
of land available was limited. Whatever 
they did, however they planned, whatever 
densities they fixed. London was a built- 
up area and therefore an area in which 
land prices were liable to be high and 
rents would always tend to be high. 

There was no solution by way of 
reimposing rent control. They had to 
re-examine the whole of the London area 
to see whether they could find any addi 
tional land for housing purposes. They 
had to review all their planning arrange 
ments. He was going to say they must 
review densities and he could go that 
far, but as members must know, the LCC 
review of the County of London Plan was 
now before him with certain proposals 
about densities and he must not make up 
his mind on these matters until the pub 
lic inquiry had been held. He would cer 
tainly give very careful attention to what 
ever was said at that inquiry about den 
sities. 

Mr. Brooke recalled that his predeces 
sor had amended a draft of the County 
»f London Plan in 1955 so as to leave 
less space for commercial and office build 
ing and more space for housing, which 
was right. Since then a far tougher 
policy had been maintained and the 
figures showed that far fewer office per 
missions had been given in recent years 
than were given in the years before 1955. 


Roads Programme to 
be Accelerated 


WiTH THE FIRM ASSURANCE that he would 
use all the resources of his department 
to see that new projects would meet the 
highest standards of design, MR. ERNEST 
MARPLES, Minister of Transport, an- 
nounced in a debate on road traffic prob- 
lems on July 28, that changes in the roads 
programme in England and Wales would 
involve an increase in Government ex- 
penditure from £65m. this year to £75m. 
next year and £88m. in 1962-63. Further 
increases in Scotland were announced by 
MR. JOHN MACLAY, Secretary of State for 
Scotland. 

MR. MARPLES explained that the Gov- 
ernment's decision to authorise an in- 
creased roads programme at once arose 
from a ‘realistic calculation of the re- 
sources available.” Much of the increased 
resources to be devoted to the roads pro 
gramme will go on road schemes designed 
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to relieve urban congestion. But it has 
also been decided to accelerate the rate 
of work on the five major projects which 
at present are receiving first priority. 

Turning to the planning aspects of the 
roads programme, Mr. Marples said: ‘ It 
is clear that transport is going to domi- 
nate town planning. We have had some 
pretty bad examples of lack of provision 
for the increase in motor cars. The first 
new town allowed for eight cars to every 
100 houses. That was not looking very 
far.’ 

He recalled that last December he had 
said the Ministry ought to have a long- 
term study group, and Mr. Marples went 
on to quote at length from what the 
‘Guardian’ had called the best book on 
roads written by an Englishman and pub- 
lished in England. The last sentence of 
the quotation was: ‘ It is not traffic move- 
ment but civilised town life that is at 
stake.’ 


Appointment of Mr. C. D. Buchanan 

For this long-term planning group, con- 
tinued Mr. Marples, the man who wrote 
that book, Mr. C. D. Buchanan, ARIBA, 
had joined the Ministry of Transport and 
would form part of the permanent Civil 
Service in the Ministry to study the prob- 
lem. He had made great efforts to get 
Mr. Buchanan into the Ministry and was 
sure that all serious MPs who studied this 
problem would agree that that was a 
good thing for the years ahead. 

Mr. Marples explained that this year 
out of £65m. spent on roads, £l16m. was 
allocated to classified roads. That was 
the weight of the effort they were making 
in the urban areas at the moment. The 
Government had decided for planning 
purposes that Government expenditure 
on classified roads, practically all of 
which would be spent in urban areas, 
should be fixed over the next five years 
at £150m. for England and Wales. 

This meant that for the next five years 
the average grants to local authorities 
would be twice the present year’s expendi- 
ture of £16m. But the local authorities 
would have a lot of work to do—plan- 
ning, acquiring land and so on—so in 
practice it would mean that their rate of 
spending over the later years would rise 
to almost three times the present £16m. 


Lessons from America 


Mr. Marples said the biggest single con- 
tribution towards solving urban conges- 
tion was new and improved roads, but 
even so it might not by itself necessarily 
solve their problems. In Los Angeles, 
and some other American cities, they had 
the best roads he had ever seen, but they 
had destroyed the heart and soul of that 
city. He would not like to see that hap- 
pen to London. Therefore they had to 
watch that carefully when they built 
urban roads. 

Three points must be borne in mind. 
This work placed a great burden on local 
authorities who had to initiate the 
schemes and get engineers to work them 
out. Second, it was expensive—some of 
the land was not what would be called 
cheap. Third, it would take a long time 
to plan; the land had to be acquired and 
people rehoused. 

Mr. Marples explained that the acceler- 


ation of the rate of work on the five 
major projects now getting priority would 
mean a substantial increase in expendi- 
ture on motorways, and their aim would 
be substantially to complete these pro- 
jects, the major through routes, over the 
next five years and at least to start the 
Yorkshire motorway in the same period. 


High Standard of Design 


This would mean that by the middle 
1960s these principal through routes 
would be second to none and would 
be fully adequate for the traffic for 
many years to come. He would use all 
the resources of his department to see 
that these new projects would meet the 
highest standards of design. Detailed 
programmes were now being worked out 
and he would announce the starting dates 
of the new schemes as they came for 
ward. All this would mean a further 
rapid increase in expenditure on roads, 
directed at those points where it was 
most urgently needed. 

Mr. Marples said that the local autho 
rity associations and individual highway 
authorities had asked to be given as much 
advance information as possible about the 
projects the Ministry would be prepared 
to consider for grant. In putting the 
larger programme into effect the Ministry 
intended to give all county councils and 
county boroughs what was called ‘a roll 
ing programme,’ a programme for three 
successive years beginning with 1961-62. 

By the end of 1960 they hoped to send 
highway authorities lists of the schemes 
for the next three years. They would be 
invited to apply to the Ministry for grants 
for all those schemes which they wished 
to carry out. In the course of 1961 they 
would tell them in good time of the pro- 
gramme for the fourth year and in 1962 
the programme for the fifth year and 
always keep them three years ahead. ‘It 
is utter folly to expect a local authority 
to plan annually,’ he commented amid 
cheers. 

Naturally there had to be flexibility. 
Some schemes would be done sooner than 
intended and others a little later. They 
would tell highway authorities how much 
they could expect to receive in grant in 
each of the three years and would give 
them considerable discretion in selecting 
the schemes to be carried out. This was 
evidence of some improvement in the way 
they intended to tackle urban congestion. 
In London they were discussing with the 
LCC an origin and destination survey of 
traffic. ‘It will mean that when we ulti- 
mately plan an urban motorway in Lon- 
don—and we must have it—-we shall put 
it in the right place.’ 


The Opposition’s Views 


The debate was opened by MR. MELLISH 
for the Opposition, who moved a motion 
that the House ‘ expresses grave concern 
at the growing traffic congestion and acci- 
dent toll on the roads; condemns the 
Government for its failing to tackle this 
problem adequately; and calls upon it to 
prepare and carry through a comprehen- 
sive long-term programme designed to 
provide Great Britain with a safe and 
efficient transport system.’ His com- 
plaint was that the Government would 
leave virtually unsolved the biggest prob- 


lem—urban congestion. 

The Opposition believed a Minister of 
State should be appointed to deal with 
roads and traffic and he should have cer- 
tain powers, some of them now vested in 
the Ministry of Housing and Local Gov- 
ernment. He should have powers to have 
under him a national highways construc- 
tion board, a board with practical 
responsibility, not only for the planning 
of roads, but for seeing that they were 
built. He hoped the Minister would 
announce that there would be more com- 
prehensive planning. 

MR. MARPLES moved an amendment 
that the House, ‘ conscious of the impor- 
tance of fast and safe road communica- 
tions in an expanding economy welcomes 
the substantial improvements already 
made to the British road network, notes 
with satisfaction the determination of the 
Government to increase and intensify 
their measures to deal with the problem 
and pledges its support for all necessary 
action to eliminate traffic congestion and 
to improve road safety.’ 


‘Spare Capacity’ Allegation 

He said that on seeing a report in the 
Press he immediately took up the com- 
plaint about lack of continuity in the use 
of machinery for road making and muck 
shifting. The measure of spare capacity 
in the industry was the eagerness of con- 
tractors to tender for work. He spoke 
as an ex-contractor. If there was no 
business about they got 20 people tender- 
ing. If the order books were full they 
got practically nil. 

For the Lancashire section of the Bir- 
mingham-Preston motorway they put out 
to tender two sections and the amount 
of work was worth over £15m. They had 
three tenders for one and four for the 
other and of the four, three were the 
same as the tenders for the other half of 
the job. The firm that complained that 
its machinery was idle did not tender, yet 
it was that firm which told the Press that 
the work was not being given out by the 
Minister. The firm was free to tender 
or not, but it was wrong that that firm 
should say that it had machinery avail- 
able and when tenders were put out, not 
to tender for work and then accuse the 
Ministry of not putting out orders. That 
was utterly disgraceful and he had told 
the firm so. 

MR. MELLISH said there was not only 
one firm involved, but a considerable 
number as was shown by a census. 

MR. MARPLES said that in building and 
civil engineering one must have regard 
not only to money but to making a tech- 
nical assessment of the resources avail- 
able, which included men, materials. 
machinery and management—known in 
the industry as the ‘four Ms.’ An archi- 
tect in private industry would not allocate 
£1lm. worth of work to a firm of con- 
tractors unless he knew it had the lot. 

In all urban road schemes carpenters 
were needed. In the employment ex- 
changes there were 5,250 vacancies for 
carpenters with 582 carpenters unem- 
ployed. They were having difficulty at 
the Hanger-lane underpass in getting the 
carpenters to do the work. That went 
for every region in the country. 

This meant that it was no use thinking

of a monetary figure and saying that that 
represented the number of roads to be 
built. The monetary figure had to be 
translated into and equated with the 
materials mecessary. However much 
money was allocated it was of no use 
unless that manpower position was 
corrected. 


The Scottish Programme 


MR. JOHN MACLAY, Secretary of State for 
Scotland, said that under the present pro- 
gramme he would authorise in 1959-60 
and 1960-61 schemes amounting in all to 
about £7m. in the two years. The ac- 
celeration proposed would nearly double 
this figure in the following two years. 
During this period plans would be laid 
to enable the programme to continue 
thereafter at no less than this level. 

By this accelerated programme they 
would be able substantially to complete 
a modern highway from Stirling to the 
border by the middle 1960s and during 
the same period plan and put in hand 
reconstruction of much of the Edinburgh- 
Glasgow and Inverkeithing-Perth roads 
and of the trunk road approaches to Kin- 
cardine Bridge. They would also con- 
tinue with the widening of the remaining 
Highland trunk roads and give special 
attention to the problem of weak bridges. 

Replying to the debate for the Opposi- 
tion, MR. WEDGWOOD BENN said that al- 
though they welcomed Mr. Buchanan's 
appointment to the Ministry of Transport, 
the Minister knew he was not consulted 
when an office block was put up or when 
housing and other development took 
place. Was the Minister’s announcement 
a new programme or just putting a date 
on an old programme that never had a 
date on it before? The Government had 
shown a studied refusal to plan. The 
RIBA wanted planning; everyone wanted 
planning, but the Government refused to 
plan. 

In a division the Opposition motion 
was rejected and the Government amend- 
ment agreed to. 


New Legislation on Fire 
Precautions 


FIRE PRECAUTIONS are to be dealt with 
under the comprehensive legislation on 
the health, welfare and safety of persons 
employed in shops, offices and other 
premises covered by the Gowers report. 
The announcement of comprehensive 
legislation, for which the Minister of 
Labour will be responsible, was made by 
MR. R. A. BUTLER, Home Secretary, in a 
written reply on July 28. 

He stated that it would not be possible 
to complete the preparation of this major 
measure in time to introduce it next 
session but the Government intended that 
the Bill should be introduced before the 
Offices Bill came into force at the begin- 
ning of 1962. The legislation would, in 
any event, cover shops, offices and those 
railway premises not already covered by 
factory legislation. The question of 
including other classes of premises 
covered by the Gowers report was still 
being examined. 

Recent experiences in big fires in 
stores will (writes our Parliamentary Cor- 
respondent) be taken into account when 


the Government frame the new Bill. The 
Government are urgently considering the 
question of the responsibility for enforce- 
ment of the legislation, including respon- 
sibility for the enforcement of provisions 
relating to fire precautions, with a view to 
early consultations with the local 
authority associations and others. 

It is understood that the Government 
are bearing in mind the need to avoid any 
sudden or undue burden on_ small 
employers or on _ national building 
resources. It is not yet possible to esti- 
mate the cost of legislation at this stage, 
particularly as improvements are taking 
place all the time regardless of legisla- 
tion. 

Although the Government co-operated 
in making the Offices Bill a workable 
measure, they consider that because of 
the form and limited scope of the Bill it 
would be better to overtake it by more 
comprehensive legislation than to begin 
consultations about regulations to be 
made under it. In addition to shops, 
offices and railway premises, the Gowers 
report covered theatres and other places 
of indoor entertainment, private catering 
establishments (boarding houses, etc.), 
road vehicle depots, coat depots and 
dental mechanics’ workrooms. The 
Government are considering whether the 
proposed legislation should also cover 
these. 


Private Streets 


IN A written statement on the survey of 
private street works arrangements, MR. 
HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, on July 29 said his 
general conclusions from the survey were 
that there was no ground for any funda- 
mental change in the law on this subject. 
He proposed to take the matter up with 
the local authority associations with a 
view to guidance being given to the local 
authorities. 

Mr. Brooke stated that the survey, now 
completed, showed that there were at 
present about 54,000 private streets, that 
they were widely distributed throughout 
the country, and that during the next ten 
years local authorities hoped to make up 
24,000 of them at a total cost of some 
£75m. 

He went on: ‘Local authorities may 
make up private streets under either the 
1875 code or the 1892 code. The codes 
have to some extent been assimilated 
under the Highways Act, 1959, but there 
remain certain differences between them, 
the most significant being that under the 
1875 code apportionment of the cost to 
frontagers is based on frontage alone. 
whereas the 1892 code enables the local 
authority to take account also of the 
differing degrees of benefits derived by 
the frontagers. Most local authorities 
have adopted the 1892 code, but some 
200 still operate the 1875 code. 

“Under both codes. local authorities 
have power to contribute from the rates 
towards the cost of the works. Some 
£300,000 has been contributed in this way 
in the past three years towards costs 
totalling £10m. Local authorities 
may accept payment by instalments. 
Under the Act of 1959, they may also 
contribute towards the cost apportioned 
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to individual properties having only a 
flank or rear fronting the road. 

‘ The 1892 code has provision for appeal 
to the magistrates on a wide variety of 
counts and, since the 1959 Act, this 
applies also to the 1875 code. Under 
both codes appeal may also be made to 
me. The survey shows that, of the 
110,000 frontagers who have had charges 
made on them in the last three years, 
only 4,000 exercised any of the rights of 
appeal open to them. [In areas where 
appeal to the magistrates was available, 
less than 5 per cent of frontagers exer- 
cised this right. Less than 1 per cent 
of frontagers appealed to me. 

‘The principle that the cost of provid 
ing new streets of a standard suitable for 
taking over as public highways should fall 
on the owners of the property which they 
serve has been long established and is, in 
my view, sound. The effect of the New 
Streets Acts, 1951-1957, is that the cost 
is now most often borne as part of the 
initial cost of acquiring the property. It 
must be remembered that many present 
owners have directly or indirectly met 
the cost of making up the roads serving 
their property. Moreover, the value of 
property served by a private street reflects 
the contingent liability for street works’ 
charges, and much property has changed 
hands on this basis. 

‘I am aware that, in the case of an 
owner who bought his proverty before 
the war, the current cost of making up 
private streets results in a charge which 
is much greater than he then expected to 
pay. But the survey provides no evidence 
either that local authorities generally 
adopt higher standards or incur greate 
costs than are reasonable, or that the cost 
of making up private streets has increased 
to a greater extent than other costs in 
volved in owning property—for example, 
repair Generally speaking, the 
higher the cost the greater the growth in 
value of the house when the liability has 
been discharged. 

‘The existing law, if sympathetically 
administered, enables equitable results to 
be secured and provides means of mitiga 
ting hardship in the relatively few cases 
where that occurs. There is no evidence 
of general dissatisfaction or complaint 
among the persons affected. Such dis 
satisfaction as there is would be reduced 
still further if all local authorities took 
full advantage of the opportunities 
afforded by the law to deal with hard 
cases.”

Office Blocks in Suburbs 


Questions on the number of office 
workers in London and the movement 
of them to and from the Metropolis were 
put to SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government on July 25. He wrote 
that the Minister regretted exact figures 
were not available, but it was estimated 
that total employment in central London 
had been growing at an annual rate of 
15-20,000 in recent years, and it was 
known that offices accounted for over 
half the total employment. Local plan- 
ning authorities were receiving an 
increasing number of applications for 
permission to build office blocks in the 
suburbs and beyond. 

SIR EDWARD BOYLE, Financial Secretary 
to the Treasury, stated in a written 
answer on July 25: * Since the last war, 
rather more than 27,000 civil servants 
who would previously have been in Lon- 
don have been accommodated elsewhere. 
It is planned to move another 3,300 as 
soon as their new accommodation is 
ready.’ 


Earnings of Manual Workers 


MR. EDWARD HEATH, Minister of Labour, 
stated on July 25 that the purpose of the 
new survey of earnings next October was 
to show for the first time since 1938 both 
the average weekly earnings of manual 
workers, and the distribution of indivi- 
dual earnings above and below these 
averages. Individual industries would be 
distinguished but not separate occupa- 
tions or grades. It would not be prac- 
ticable to relate actual earnings in 
engineering to rates fixed by mutual 
agreement. 


Old People’s Accommodation 


MR. IREMONGER aSked the Minister of 
Health on July 25 if he would make a 
statement on the progress in England and 
Wales with schemes for combining resi- 
dential accommodation under Part III of 
the National Assistance Act, 1948, with 
the provision of specially designed local 
authority-built small houses or flats for 
elderly people who required only limited 
supervision. 

MISS PITT, Parliamentary Secretary 
wrote: ‘Welfare and housing authori- 
ties are showing increasing interest in the 
carrying out of joint schemes and a num- 
ber have already collaborated for this 
purpose. Consideration is being given, 
with the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, to the sending of a joint cir- 
cular giving guidance to local authorities 
on this and other matters relating to 
accommodation and services for old 
people.’ 


Charing Cross Hospital 


MR. KENNETH ROBINSON asked the Minis- 
ter of Health on July 25 what negotia- 
tions. or discussions were taking place 
regarding the disposal of the site of 
Charing Cross Hospital. 


MISS PITT, Parliamentary Secretary 


wrote: ‘None. It has not yet been de- 
cided how the timetable for building the 
new hospital might be phased, nor at 
what stage of rebuilding the hospital 
would be able to relinquish the site in 
the Strand.’

Purchase of Land for Housing 


MR. MACKIE asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on July 
26 how far ahead he was prepared to 
allow borough councils compulsorily to 
buy land for housing. 

MR. BROOKE wrote: ‘Many factors 
affect the timing of the purchase of hous- 
ing land by local authorities. These vary 
so widely that it is not possible to give 
a specific answer to this question. There 
is a limitation in the Housing Act, 1957, 
that land acquired compulsorily for hous- 
ing should be needed within ten years of 
confirmation of the relevant compulsory 
purchase order, and subject to this I con- 
sider every order submitted to me on its 
merits.’ 


Case for Advance Factories 


MISS HERBISON, asking the President of 
the Board of Trade on July 26, how soon 
he could give a decision on building 
further advance factories, commented 
that the Government should be getting 
on with the building of these factories 
and employing some of the unemployed 
building trade workers. MR. MAUDLING 
replied: ‘I agree that I think the case 
is a strong one, and I hope to be able to 
do something fairly soon.’ 


Land Value Maps Rejected 


MR. HEATHCOAT AMORY, former Chancel 
lor of the Exchequer, wrote ‘No’ when 
asked on July 26 if he would take powers 
to enable district valuers to prepare and 
publish land-value maps for respective 
areas which they covered. 


Main Sorting Office, Stoke-on-Trent 


MISS PIKE, Assistant Postmaster- 
General, stated on July 27 that the 
scheme for a new main sorting office in 
Stoke-on-Trent had been cleared with the 
local authority. Close contact had been 
maintained with the BTC and the plans 
were referred to them some weeks ago. 
She added: ‘ Building should start about 
a year from now and be completed two 
years later. The building will be a modern 
one. The equipment will not include an 
underground conveyor, as this would be 
uneconomic. The site will be laid out 
attractively, retaining existing natural 
features wherever possible.’ 


Essex University Proposal 

MR. RIDSDALE asked the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer on July 28 whether he was 
aware that a suggested site for the pro- 
posed University of Essex had been 
chosen without adequate opportunity 
being given to the representatives of 
north-east Essex to express their views: 
and what proposals he had received 
regarding plans for this university. 

SIR EDWARD BOYLE, Financial Secretary 
to the Treasury, wrote: *‘ The University 
Grants Committee are considering an 
approach which has been made to them 
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about the possible establishment of a 
University of Essex. I understand that 
the Essex Promotion Committee have 
considered a number of possible sites for 
a university (if it were decided to estab- 
lish one) and are discussing the question 
with the University Grants Committee.’ 


Royal Assent to Acts 

A Royal Commission, sitting in the 
House of Lords on July 29, signified the 
Royal Assent to a large number of Acts, 
including the following: 

Finance, Offices, Clean Rivers (Estuaries 
and Tidal Waters), Caravan Sites and 
Control of Development, Road Traffic and 
Roads Improvement, Building Societies, 
British Transport Commission, Blackfriars 
Bridgehead Improvements, Tyne Tunnel. 

Several Corporation Bills received the 
Royal Assent, many providing, among 


other things, for changes in local building 
by-laws. 


Points from Replies 

‘Discussions are at present taking 
place between the two sides of the New 
Towns Whitley Council about redun- 
dancy, and I think it best to see what 
comes out of those discussions before 
reaching any conclusion.’ (Minister of 
Housing, July 26.) 


‘Comparative figures on an average 
space of houses built on behalf of local 
authorities are available for three-bed 
roomed houses only. They are: 1947, 
1,046 sq. ft.; 1948, 1,053 sq. ft.; 1949, 
1,055 sq. ft.; 1957, 908 sq. ft.: 1958, 903 
sq. ft.; 1959, 897 sq. ft.’ (Minister of 
Housing, July 26.) ; 


‘I have no evidence that the rate of 


slum clearance in London is being 
affected by increases in the price of land.’ 
(Minister of Housing, July 26.) 


‘At March 31, out of 1,469 housing 
authorities, one county borough and 298 
other authorities had no houses either 
under construction or in approved 
tenders. In nearly all of these areas. 
however, private building was in pro 
gress.’ (Minister of Housing, July 26.) 

‘The factors which are taken into 
account in considering applications for 
assistances under the Board of Trade 
Advisory Committee schemes are the 
requirements laid down in the Local 
Employment Act. Dominant among 
these are the location of the project, the 
employment it is likely to provide, the 
expenditure involved and the applicant’s 


prospect of success.’ (President of Board 
of Trade, July 26.) 


‘It is not yet established that in 
present traffic conditions the anti-dazzle 
screen on Ml, which has been described 
as unsightly, is a proper provision, and 
pending further experience of the experi- 
mental installation the Minister does not 
propose to extend it.’ (Ministry of 
Transport, July 27. 


‘I am informed that the erection of 
the Forth road bridge is proceeding on 
schedule and that the contract date for 
completion is the end of 1963. There has 
been no change in policy as to the 
phasing of the Forth Bridge and Severn 
Bridge projects.’ (Minister of Transport, 
July 27.)

4. Engines 


An unusual degree of precision has 
been used in the mass production of a 
range of air-cooled PETROL ENGINES now 
being introduced into this country from 
Italy. This has enabled the manufac- 
turer to develop 28 different types from 
6 basic models, 16 in the four-stroke 
range and the remainder, two-stroke.

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Many of the engines can be supplied with 
vertical or horizontal crankshafts and, 
where required, with special ball-bearing 
crankshaft support. 

The main features of the individual 
engines seem to be lightness in weight, 
compactness and strength. Where maxi- 
mum wear takes place, such as at the 
cylinder liners, valve seats and guides, 
special cast-iron inserts are integrally cast 
with the aluminium alloy. The liner is 
sufficiently thick to allow for two 
re-bores and oversize pistons and rings 
are standard spare parts.

5. Fixing Aids

London County Council 


Town Expansion Schemes ; Building in Bryanston-square 


IN THE FIRST SIX MONTHS of 1960, 13 
firms from London and Greater London 
commenced production in the expanding 
country towns beyond the Green Belt, 
bringing the total to 35. Another 18 
hope to start by the end of the year. 41 
more firms are in negotiation with the 
LCC’s Industrial Centre, and many of 
these should be starting in 1961. The 
Industrial Centre is welcoming an increas- 
ing number of inquiries. 

Expansion is in full swing at Aylesbury 
and Bletchley in Buckinghamshire, Swin- 
don (Wilts.), in the East Anglian towns 
of Haverhill and Thetford and at Eden- 
bridge (Kent). At Luton (Beds.) and 
Letchworth (Herts.) local industry is ex- 
panding with the help of workers from 
London, and it is hoped that operations 
will soon be starting at Ashford (Kent), 
Basingstoke (Hants.) and Bury St. 
Edmunds (West Suffolk). 

The faster firms move out from Lon- 
don, the faster will new homes be built 
in the expanding towns for the employees 
and their families. So far, 3,389 families

Rebuilding a Domestic Flue 


QUESTION: The lining of one of the 
chimneys (30 years old) is getting loose 
and small fragments keep falling down 
into the bedroom grate. In addition I 
notice a blackening of the outside of the 
chimney pot which is no doubt connected 
with the trouble. The point is, can one 
leave it alone and ultimately dispense 
with a lining to the chimney? Also is it 
an expensive job having a chimney re- 
lined? 
J. P. 

ANSWER: It is evident that the parging 
or lining to this flue is not of a very 
good quality mortar and I would suggest 
it has little or no cement content, 
probably just a lime and sand mortar. 
The loss of this lining would not neces- 
sarily make much difference to the burn- 
ing of the fire provided the brickwork 
construction of the flue was sound. 


(3,308 of them from the County of Lon- 
don) have been placed in employment 
there through the LCC’s Industrial Selec- 
tion Scheme; and 2,462 of these have 
already been accommodated.

The parging to a flue has two objects: 
First, to form a smooth passage for the 
gases and/or smoke to be drawn upwards 
by the draught, and second, as a fire pre- 
caution, to prevent any sparks or flame 
from penetrating through a weak joint in 
the brickwork and causing a fire within 
the house. This has a particular signifi- 
cance should the chimney catch fire 
through neglecting to sweep it regularly. 

The re-lining of this flue would be quite 
expensive. If it was on an outside wall 
the cost would probably be in the region 
of £30 depending on the height. It is 
assumed that this flue is on the upper 
floor of a two-storey house. If it was on 
a party wall it would mean working from 
inside the house, cutting holes into the 
flue as well as on the roof, which may cost 
more, and also it would mean redecora- 
tion of the room. The lining could be 
done with asbestos cement flue pipes.

Journey Records for 
Builders’ Transport 


From a Transport Correspondent 


A SIMPLIFIED form of journey record, 
suitable for most builders’ transport and 
other private goods vehicles engaged 
mainly on local work, is being considered 
by the Minister of Transport. 

The existing type of daily log sheet, 
which was introduced by the 1933 Road 
and Rail Traffic Act, has often been 
criticised as serving no useful purpose for 
most local transport. Most of the infor- 
mation is duplicated day after day, and 
a great deal of time is wasted by drivers 
in completing the forms and by office 
staffs in preserving them. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Wingfield 
Digby, Conservative Member for West 
Dorset, the Transport Minister, Mr. 
Marples, stated that he is considering 
proposals put to him by the British Road 
Federation for a ‘ once-for-all’ system to 
meet these cases. 

If adopted, the new system would apply 
to C-licensed vehicles engaged on work 
where the daily records seldom vary. It 
might take the form of an undertaking 
by the vehicle operator, when he applied 
for his licence, to conform to the restric- 
tions on type of load and drivers’ hours 
appropriate to his vehicle. 


Vehicle Licence Changes 
NEW RULES affecting excise licences for 
goods vehicles come into force on Octo- 
ber 1 next. 

The principal change is that it will then 
be possible to take out a 12-monthly 
licence from the first day of any month, 
instead of from January 1 only, as at 
present. The rate of tax will be the 
same. A licence may also be taken out 
for four months, starting from the first 
day of any month, for one-third the 
annual rate, plus 10 per cent. 

These provisions are contained in the 
Road Vehicles (Period Licensing) Order, 
1960. 


Russian Technical Periodicals 


THE Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research has initiated a scheme for 
the translation and publication of Russian 
periodicals covering basic industries in 
order to inform industry in this country 
of research and development in the USSR. 
The Timber Development Association has 
undertaken to produce the journal 
covering timber ‘Industrial Wood Pro- 
cessing.’

modernisation programme at Dalmarnock 
sewage works is to be made by the high- 
ways committee of Glasgow Corporation.

The view has been expressed that if no 
Government financial assistance is ob- 
tained the cost of the modernisation pro- 
gramme will have a serious effect on the 
Glasgow rating position.
